THE EPISCOPALIANS- 
PROCEEDINGS IN THR GENERAL CONVENTION. 
New York, Oct. 24.—At the Protestant Epis- 

copal Convention to-day, the Committee to 
whom was referredthe resolution from the Dio- 
cese of Pittsburg, Pa., in reference to the Court 
of Appeals, made a report, saying that after 
careful consideration of the subject they have 
come to the conclusion that there could be no 
such change in the judicial system of the 
Church without a change in the organic law. 
The report was adopted, and the Committee dis- 
charged. 

The Committee also reported that any other 
form of prayer than that laid down in the 
Praver-Book could not be authorized without a 
change of the canon. 

DEACONS’ ORDERS, 

The Committee on Canons, to whom was re-

THE RITUAL. 

The Rev. C. P. Jeunings, of Missouri, offered 
the following resolutions, which were placed on 
the calendar :

** Eucharistic adoration,” and the practices designated 
as the “sacrament of penance,” together with ail 
teachings leading tothe above-named practices, sre 
hereby solemniy declared to be foreign to this Church. 

Resolved, That the Committes on the Prayer-Book 
be requested to prepare and report to this Convention 
such rubrics as may be judged by said Committee 
needful to the preservation of the ritual of this Church 
in its integrity and purity. 

Resoiv-d, That the Committee on Canons be in- 
structed to ascertain whetherany iegisiation may be 
pecessary to prohibit in public worship, commonly 
called divine service, in the communion and baptismal 
offices, in the order of confirmation, in the solemniza- 
tion of matrimony, and in the order for the burial of 
the dead, the use by any minister or lay reader of this 
Church of any prayer, litany, suffrage, thanksgiving, 
exhortation, or form of absolution, other than those 
coutinued in the Book of Common Prayer, 

During the secret session to-day Cortland 
Parker, of New Jersey, offered a new canon on 
ritual, which was referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 

TESTIMONIALS OF BISHOPS. 

Orlando Meads, of Albany, offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was oidered placed the on 
calendar : 

R-soived, That it be referred to the Committee on 
Canons to consider and report as to what rules, if any, 
should be adopted to regulate the procedure of this 
House ip Its action upon testimonials of Bishops 
elect, especially in regard to the timeand manner 
in which charges or objections shall be received 
and entertained ; the kind and nature of the evidence 
which should be admitted in regard to such charges or 
objections, and finally, any such rules or regulations 
asin their judgement would tend to secure a just, 
fair, and orderly examination of the matter to be de- 
vermined upon by this House, 

On motion, it was resolved that each speaker 
be allowed half an hour for debate of any sub- 
ject before the House. 

It was resolved that the sessions of the House 
during the coming week should be held from 9 
o'clock a. m. until 5 p. m. 


LAY DISCIPLINE. 

The Chairman then appointed the following as 
the Committee on Lay Discipline: The Rev. 
Dr. Shipman, of Kentncky; the Rev. Dr. 
Stearns, of Easton: the Rev. Mr. Beers, 
of Albany, and Mesers. Dawson, of Alabama; 
Simpson, of Missouri, and McWhorter, of Cen- 
tral New York. 

The business of the calendar was then taken 
up. The report fromthe Joint Special Com- 
mittee on the Relations with the Church in 
Canada, was read and adopted. 

BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER. 

The Committee on Canons, to whom was re- 
ferred the proposed amendment to Canon 2), 
Title 1, of the use of the Book of Common 
Prayer, intended to wrovide for the use of 
shortened services, reported the following reso- 
intions : 

Resolved, the Honse of Bishops concurring, That it 
is the sense of this Convention that nothing in the pre- 
sent order of Common Prayer prohibits a separation, 
when desirable, of the Morning Prayer, Litany, and 
order for administration of the Lord’s Supper into 
distinct services, which may be used independently of 
each other, and either of them without the other; 
provided that when used together they be used in the 
same order as that in which they have commonly been 
used, and in which they stand in the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

Resolved, the House of Bishops concurring, That 
the Joint Commission, consisting of seven Bishops, 
seven presbytera, and seven laymen, the latter two to 
be chosen by ballot in the House of Deputies, to take 
into consideration the whole subject of rubrical re- 
vision, among other things providing shortened 
and more varied services, and new lectionary, and 
making such other suggestions as may seem judicious 
with respect to the services and offices of the Church, 
and to report to the next General Convention. 

This was made the order of the day on Thurs- 
day vext, at 12 o'clock. 

The report of the Committee on Canon No. 7, 
respecting the proposed amendments to Sections 
II. and LIT. of Canon 13,of Title [. of the Digest, 
with regard to the testimonials of Bishops, was 
then read and discussed at length. 

Pending action upon it, the House adjourned,

The Rev. Edward R. Welles. D. D., Bishop- 
elect of Wisconsin, will be consecrated at Sr. 
Thomas’ Church, this city, to-morrow, at 10:30 
a.m. Bishop Whipple will preach. The Presid- 
ing Bishop, the Bishops of Connecticut, North 
Carolioa, and Minnesota, and Lord Bishop 
Kiogston, will act as consecrators.

Branch ”—for the month of September, 1874. It 
was markeu ‘“ Confidential,” although it is 
claimed by the members of the Society that it is 
not a secret body. As part of its contents have 
a bearing on the subject which 1s absorbing the 
Convention’s attention, certain extracts will be 
scanned with interest. The *‘ Daily Prayer” is 
as follows: 

“© Almighty God, look, we beseech Thee, on 
the face of Thy Beloved Son, and for the sake of 
His merits, mercifully bear the prayers which, 
throughout our Confraterniiv, we offer to Thee ;

NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 

The following was unanimously adopted by 
the Democratic and Conservative State Central 
Committee :

ordinsry power of wresting from said mtizens the right 
of citizenship secured by the judgment of a court of 
coimpetent juriediction, and recognized in their 
fullest extent by said Supervisors by their official act 
of registering said citizens ; and 

WuHereas, this conspiracy between the Governor 
and Federal officials is intended to secure by fraud the 
same results in the parish of Orleans which they are 
attempting to secure in the country parishes, by in- 
timidating white voters through prostitution of the 
Federal Judiciary, and degradation of the United 
States army to local police purposes ; 

B. tt R-aolved, That we denounce in unmeasured 
terms this movement to deprive said foreign-born 
citizens of their right of citizenship, and the per- 
sistent interference of Federal officials in the affairs of 
our State, intended to invite conflicts and disorder, 
and we denounce the weakness and disposition of the 
Executive in submitting to the dictation of said Fed- 
eral o‘licials, 

Resolved, That we earnestly appeal to every regis- 
tered citizen thus naturalized to present himself at the 
polls and cast hie vote. 

Resolved, That if this outrage be consummated we 
hold up to popniar execration the individual authors 
} of this foul conspiracy against a worthy class of our 
citizens, (Signed.) ALBERT VOORFIES,

The Attorney General then says: ‘“* This 
Court derives all of its jurisdiction and its pro- 
ceedings are sirictly dependent upon statutory 
laws.” 
In conclusion, he says: 
After a very careful and patient examination of the 
question, you have submitted to me for my official 
opinion, and if I know myself, a doeter-

Mrs. Jane Swisshelm delivered an interesting 
lecture on the question of dress, yesterday 
afternoon, in the Methodist Church Block, to an 
audience consisting mainly of ladies. 

Mrs. Swieshelm opened ‘her lecture with the 
assumption. tht the deterioration of women 
was caused by improper dress. This had been 
the theory of thinking women, and when the 
Women’s Club took it up, she thought it must 
mean Eureka,—* I have fouod it.” Mrs. Swiss- 
helm, however, failed tosee it. She conjinued 
by saying that Mrs. Flynt, whose reforms were 
taken up by the Women’s Club, and who came 
on here under their patronage, ignores anything 
but dress for money. She (Mrs. Flynt) first 
shows us the ne plus ultra of dress reform, and 
then shows her patent, forbidding any person 
the right to mak®@ buch garments. The ground of 
Mrs. Flynt’s patent was the application of 
~  N INELASTIC TO AN ELASTIC MATERIAL. 
This reminded Mrs. Swisshelm of a certain ex- 
perienceim farming. ‘They owned a pet panther 
” whewaswery fond of chickens. So great was 

bie selish for that dainty that the hens could not 

‘them fast enough, especially as he had 
‘an equal relish for eggs. The hens were rapidly 
growing non-productive. Two old hens were 
found sitting on a large number of eggs for about 
a week. Mrs. Swisshelm decided to remove 
these eggs and place them under étraw, and in 
a proper place, so as to hatch them by artificial 
heat.

Men were 
accountable for this erushing of vitais ip wom- 
en. it had been their fault, but sbe did not 
blame them for their muatake ; she felt sorry 
for them, as they bad to bear the copsequeneces 
as well as the women. in accordance with this 
demand on the part of the men, the women of 
the earlier period of which ske had spoken bad 
laced, and laced, and laced, and laced. They 
had 

TIED THE STRINGS TO BED-POSTS, 

had gotten thew big brothers to draw on them 
until the waist which was situated over the ribs, 
had lapped these ribs over, crushed them in, and 
torn them loose from the backbone. The ‘doc- 
tors, seeing the frightful pass to which matters 
had come, now said to the women, ‘* Take off 
your corsets.” Not but shat the doctors were 
just as fond of seeing the small waistas any 
other men. 

When they took off the corsets, they put 
on the long waisted dress, whale- 
boned down. Here they found new 
opportnuities for squeezing, The waists of these 
dresses had mow been brought down until they 
had reached the soft place below the ribs. Here 
was an opportunity to make themselves smaller, 
and they squeeged, and squeezed, and squeezed. 
Then, to make the waist still smaller, they added 
skirts until they reached as many as ten, 5 
yards around, with perfectly straight breadths, 
no gores to take out the fullness, or off the 
weight. Beside this they also put on a large bag 
of bran, the whole of which dragged on the hips.

IT HAD BECOME WURDER. 
About 5 years ago it seemed as if some re- 
form would be made in tius manner, corsets laid 
aside and dresses made free and easy. Who did 
ladies present suppose had come to the 
rescue of the corseta? ihe women who wore 
them, the mantua-makers who desired them to 
tit dresses over, the storekeepers who sold them, 
or the mauvufacturers Who earned money out of 
the making of them? None of these; but ‘no lees 
a person than Prof. Widlam 8. Draper. our 
greatest authority on physiological sciemce, a 
man who had written standard works on the 
physiological causes which mold the race. He 
took the ground that a weman’s clothing should 
be supported from the waist. He wrote sev- 
eral articles im the Gaeaxy supporting lis 
theory. He gave this reason for his 
belief, ** that men breathe below tne diaphragm, 
aud w omen above it ‘The reason for the latter, 
Mrs. Swieshelm remarked, was because women 
were 80 tightened up by their clothing that they 
could not breath naturalivy, as men do. Prof. 
Draper upaeld his opinion by numerous quoia- 
tions, especially that from the Biddle m which a 
mab is bidde n to gird up his loins, which meant 
to fasten a belt around the waist; also that a 
biacksmith or an athlete, when he was about to 
ehter upon any unusual exertion, girdled bis waist 
This, the speaker eaid, was true; but they did 
not wear that girdie all the time. They onty 
used it when under some unusual taxation of 
their strength, while the woman’s corset, con- 
tinualiy worn, becomes a source of weakness 
instead of etrengih. She herself, during the 
War, when she went to Frederickaburg after the 
battle of the Wilderness, and knew that she 
must walx, and walk, and walk, far beyona the 
power of her feet to carry ber, while the lives of 
180 men were banging upon her, 
TOOK BROAD BANDAGES 
and bound her feet and limbs, and by that 
means was enabled to do the necessary duty, but, 
had she keptthem on until the present, feet and 
limbs would have lost their use. A woman’s 
girdle worn all the treme enfeebied her, mstead of 
strengthening her mm the hour of pertl, as it 
should do. 
Another reason, that Prof. Draper cited for 
wornen’s supporting weir clothing from the hips 
vas that 

TRE GRErkK WOMEN 

had done so. This was quite false,as Mrs. 
Swisehelm went on toshow, Prof. Draper had 
described the dress perfectly, aud tben 
totally misapplied the manner jn which 
it was worn. The Greek maiden’s 
dress, as exhibited by Mrs. Swisshelm, was sim- 
ply two breadtbe of yard-wide muslin, 
each end, very itke a large pillow-case. 
was put over the young maiden’s head, then the 
top was taken up at each side, and fastened on 
the shoulders with jeweled clasps, falling loose 
and low in front, while neckiaces were added to 
adorn them. They never wore anything else. 
In that single garment, fastened at the 
shoulder, they reached the height of per- 
fection. Poets and artists raved about their 
forms to-day. The women of the present, in 
their desire to decorate and improve upon 
their forms, had disiguredthem. When they 
did, they should be held up to future genera- 
tions as a terrible example of human folly. In 
our cold climate it would not be possible to 
clothe our children in the Greek dress, but they 
could be dressed as simply end easily, so as to 
aliow children to grow up quite as perfectly. 
The Greek Slave and Old Venus, the ideals of 
perfection, had grown upin that single loose 
garment. 

When the Greek women married, and assumed 
the duties and digmities of matronhood, they 
added another dress. This was similarly con- 
structed, but had broad wing sleeves. It, how- 
ever, was clasped on the shoulder, and what

upon which Prof. Draper had rested hie plea 
for the resumption of corsets. It simply 
confined the drapery, without coofining 
the figure im the slightest degree. 
This was the kind of costume worn at Corinth, 
when Paul addressed the women of that p lace, 
and told them it was ashame for them to have 
short hair; that long hair was a glory; it was 
because it was considered a disgrace for any 
woman to have her face seen by any man who 
was not a near relation. For this they wore the 
veil with which they could conceal the face, and 
if they were caught without it they could then 
draw their hair over the face and bosom, and 
60 conceal them from eyes which should not see 
them. 

What sense wae there i init to-day ? In what 
manner was a Woman's baira covering ; and yet 
because Paul had declared it to be a glory th 
Corinth 2,000 years ago, women of to-day piled 
all the siuff they could get on top of their heads. 
As regarded the veil, the old slat sunbonnet of 
to-day is only a mod fication of it. Paul said 
women must not preach or pray uncovered, be- 
cause at that time women not of the most mod- 
est sort used to attend toe meetings held by the 
new sect to which men ana women were 
both , admitted and allowed to worship 
tovether, and they did not wear the veil which it 
was considered immodert or disgraceful for a 
Greek wowan to go withont.. For this same 
reason thé woman of to-day wears the towering 
movstrosity which no one can say conceals he: 
face, through cold, and damp, and suow, aud 
sits in it in a crowded assembly ior hours, Over- 
booting her head, getting peuralgia and ills with-

Men did not do that thin ne roe wore their 
hats througb the storm, an them off m the 
heated room. Because Paul forbade this im- 
modest class of women who embraced every op- 
portunity of showing themselves uncovered, he 
ws to-day quoted as ateader of fashion. Mrs. 
Swisshelm then showed 

HER IMPROVEMENTS, 
which are very simple, and there was neither 
patent on them nor on the Greek dress. Mrs. 
Swisshelm’s “got in’ was a combination 
of chemise end drawers. The front 
was cut in one piece, with a 
plait laid from ashbhoulder to waist in 
front to admit of the fullness required by the 
bust. It was faced around the shoulder and un- 
der the arm. A facing in theshape ofa V was 
placed on the back. The top was cut likea short 
night-gown ; the bottom was the same as any 
drawers. eze were buttoned at the side. Shoe 
wore cotton because she, preferred it, but any 
person could wear flannel inside and button the 
garments through onto the others, or they could 
make the garment of flannel. It was very 
large, bué she did not use st to sup- 
weight. No weight should ever 

ung to a knit garment. Mrs. Swisshelm uses 
unbleached cotton instead of merino or flannel. 
It should be washed a hot water without 
soap, and folded smoothly, without ironing. 
This absorbs the gases about as thoroughly as 
flannel. This garment was in place of what the 
Boston ladi¢s called a chemiloon. She didn’t 
like that name, but didn’t know thaé “ getin” 
was much better. The dress she wore was new, 
baving been made fifteen years ago, and was 
very long on the shoulder. She sbouldn’t 
like to set type ia it all day. The 
reason why women could not compete 
with men was on account of their dress. Twenty 
years ago she had organized a body of female 
type-setters in Pittsburg. She had them dress 
suitably, and they bad kept places for 
years after she had left. 

Again in Minnesota she had taughia young girl 
type-setting. She (Mrs. 8.) had learned all she 
knew in two hours from a maié typo, and then 
had set up as a boes printer, and had succeeded. 
She had carried the business on for seven 
vears. She taught this young girl in 
Minnesota, and ian one year she had grown 
60 perfect in her profession t ... she se. up foar 
sticks of legal advertising wilj. only three mis- 
takes, a thing no male typo in —'. Paul could do. 
Then, during the Indian troubles, this young 
girland another, when all the wen ran away, 
siayed and eoutinued type-setting. The news 
eame in, friends maseacred in this place, Fort 
Abercrombie attacked, every one flying, the In- 
dians upon them, and still these two giris went 
on setting type, and they got out their paper 
regularly.

** CARRY-ALL.”” 

This was very much like a loose basque, with 
broad bands over the shoulders, buttons on the 
waist, aud a strap under the arms to be used for 
the fastening of the stocking supporter. ‘hese 
are elastic, with two tapes Lhat are to be fastened 
through loops in the stockings. They 
are simply tied through, but all the 
weight coms under the Bee aud 
if there is any i straim 18 on 
the shoulder. It was not made “hone -necked 
becanse Airs. Swissbehn preierred ventilation, 
and there she thought men made a mustake by 
clothing their shoulders too warmly. There 
were no bones im the “ carry-all,” but ladics 
could puta splint up the front af they liked. 
They sbould wear a broad strap over the 
shoulder, and then divide it, making them so as 
bripg ove portion further forward. If thev 
must wear corsets, let them have similar straps. 
She felt in this matter like the Irish 
priest, who having delivered a long lecéure on 
temperance to his flock. on fimishing said: ** But 
if ye wil! drink, ve rascals, ye May as weil give 
ag fips to Barney Coyle.” 

She then showed suspenders which formed a 
solid support for the dreas Sskirt. ‘his was 
tormed of two wide bands in back and over 
the shoulder, where taey each divided, and 
formed four narrower ones. Two of these 
wore crossed ip front, while the others 
came straight down. These left the bus: free, 
while the broad band passed over the shoulder 
above the point, leaving the shoulder-joiat free. 
‘Te support must be there, and the band broad 
so as to aistribate the weight. She asked the 
audience if they were mechanics enough to un-

Soe next showed a garment she was sure 
would shock the ladies, but it did away witha

with gaiter bottoms to coverthe shoes. They 
were lined with Canton flannel, and faced at the 
bottom with water-proof nigh enough to make 
them impervious to wet. Similar articies were 
worn by all the Western farmers’ wives when 
they went out in winter. They might be made 
of silk. and be ornamental as well as useful. 
ibey did away with the necessity of the woolen 
legging that absorbed snow and wet. and 
were particularily derirable for  school- 
teachers and children. They should be 
replaced in the house by a single skirt, but 
might bé worn in school without ger, a8 tho 
feet were always cold, and from this cause both 
school-children and teachers suffered 

She next showed how the American woman 
had for generations been cultivating 

THE ETHIOPIAN HEEL, 
by curving the heel of the shoe in order to 
preserve the semblance of asmallankle. She 
was one of the old abolitionists who 
had worked to make the black man 
the fashion, but she did not admire 
the contour of his heel. We were 
successfu!ly copying it, however, and the leg was 
rapiply approaching the muddle of the foot. 
his was from the shape of our shoes, which 
were all wrong. They cramped the toes as well, 
and compressed the ankles. The sandal of the 
Greek woman had a atraight heel, and the 
swelling out commenced at thecaif of the lec. 
We needed to have our shoes broader, and made 
rights and lefts, as men's were, with square, 
roomy toes. If we continue wearing the 
present style of boot, and  oultivating 
our heels, they will soon equal those of any 
Guinea nigger. As our shoes are fashioned at 
present they injure the foot, and deteriorate 
from the power of walking. Here Mrs. Vibbart 
make a few remarks upon the health and dress 
of women, which was followed by the organiza- 
tion of a club to be called the Society for the 
Physical Culture of Women. Mrs. Swisshelm 
was nominated President, and a Committee 
formed to take all neccessary action in the mat- 
ter.

He hates 
politics with a rueful sort of horror, which he 
coufesses in his sm.'ciess way to all who talk 
with him; and though bis friends have succeeded 
in persuading bim that he has a saving mission 
todischarge, yet his Presidentship constrains him 
to varieties of pomp which are most repugnant 
to his mature.

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THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

“The Society of the First Baptist Church have 
selected the design submitted by Messrs. Wul- 
cox & Miller, architects, and have decided upon 
proceeding at once with the erection of the new 
building, which will be situated on the southeast 
eorner of South Park avenue and Thirty-firet 
street. | 

The sacred edifice will face tothe extent of 
107 feet on the avenue, and 165 feet on the other 


thoroughfare. 
THE AUDIENCE-ROOM, 

having an are. of 70 by 93 feet, will be arranged 
in the amphitheatrical style, which will have a 
magnificent effect. The pews will be arranged iu 
concentric lines, with the aisies radiating from 
the pastor’s position on the platform. This 
great room, together with the galleries. will seat 
1,500 people without crowding them in the least. 
The lecture-room will! also be loeshes ov the main 
floor, back from the audience-room, and commu- 
nicating therewith by a corridor 12 feet wiae. It 
wili have an area of 48 by 46 feet, with capacity 
to seat 530 persons. This room connecis directly 
with the street, as well as with the main audito- 


On the main floor, facing Thirty-tirst street, 
situated 


will be 
THE PARLORS 
of the church, 29 by 31 feet, and connecting 
therewith will be the pastor’s study, library, 
and toilet rooms, all approached through a wide 
corridor. 
FOUR DRESSING-ROOMS, 
with all modern accommodations, will be pro- 
vided. The galleries will be reached by four 
6 feet wide each, which also 
lead to the Sunday-schoo! room, on the second 
floor of the chapel building, in the rear. This 
apartment will be the most complete of the kind 
in the United States. It will bavea length of 9% 
feet, with a width of 62 feet, and comprises a 
central room 48x55, surrounded by eight class- 
rooms, and by the Sunday-scbool library and 
teachers’ parlor. It will be capable of holding 
900 pupils. 
THE FURNITURE 
and wood-work will be in the most approved 
modern style—nothing will be left undone to 
render the new church the handsomest temple 
of religion in this city. 
THE EXTERIOR STYLE 
is that known as the early Gothic, combined 
with mode.n ‘‘ treatment” in many of the minor 
details. The building material will be chiefly 
Joliet limestone, a very handsome species of 
mineral; the windows and doorways will be 
massive, and®richly carved, in the antique style, 
combining simplicity with grand effect. 

The main bui'dipg will have an altitude of 80 
feet from the sidewalk to the apex of the gable. 
The steeple-tower, at the angle of the building, 
facing on the avenue, will be 140 feet high, ia- 
eluding the spire. This tower is 22 feet square. 

The Sabbath-school tower and spire, facing on 
Thirty-first street, will be 16 feet square, and 
will taper to the height of 100 feet from che 
curbetone. 

THE STYLE 

of the whole design is unique, being admirably 
broken so as to give a picturesque and imposing 
Outline to the whole edifice, The design of the 
facades is entirely new. The grandtower is a 
model of beautiful architecture, according to the 
design in the hands of the architects. The 
small, sharp bell-turret at the Sundavy-school en- 
trance in the rear vives character to that portion 
of the building. This section of the structure is 
treated ina mure aomestic manner than the 
church proper, but the whole building is in har- 
monious keeping. 

The same architects are the designers and su-

Yesterday morning at 6:45 o'clock, engine No.

The belief in a supernatural evil power is as 
old as the history of wan, and plays a prominent 
part eveo in the religion of the oldest races of 
India. At first, outside of the teachings of the 
Scriptures, the only conception was of 

SOME SHADOWY BEING, 
half human, who exerted his powers intermit- 
tingly, and seemingly without purpose; but, as 
men began to realize their numerous failures 
and misfortuoes, as they felt more deeply the 
presence of some stronger power thau them- 
selves, the evil spirit was endowed with new pro- 
portions; acquired in the minds of the numao 
race new attributes, and a nearer proximity. By 
some races the good and evil were biended, and 
united ip one deity; by others the Divine Being 
was perfectly boly, the devil utterly depraved. 
As the hbuman race advanoed, the attributes 
formerly ascribed to one being were erected, if 
the term may be so used, into separate ex- 
istences, and man was said to be governed by 

A MULTITUDE OF INVISIBLE SPIRITS 
who controlled his every action, and left him a 
weak and passive subject of others’ wills. This 
was no doubt a very satisfactory belief, and made 
it immensely easy wuen some uvfortunate mortal 
had done a wrong to conveniently shift it off on 
some imp, who was the cause of it. 
THE BUDDHISTS 

seem to have drawn the idea out to the finest 
possible length. They had four classes of evil 
spirits, some in the form of man, others in the 
shape of birds, of beasts, fishes, vampires, — 
whatever they may be,—snakes, dwarfs, and 
man-eating ogres. How they ever compiled a 
directory of them 80 as to throw on each particu- 
lar imp a particular sin, or whether the whole 
four classes were indiscriminately held acconnt- 
able for every shortcoming of every iuckiess sin- 
ner, bas not as yet been determined. 

THE AKT-LOVING GREEKS 
did not feel inclined to subject themselves to 
any such dire divinities, but made their gods 
with sufficient imperfections to allow a sus- 
picion that they could sometimes be the insti- 
gators of crime, as well as the promoters of 
goodness. In fact, old Jove himself was a joily 
old fellow,—a kind of person with whom Wycher- 
ley, Congreve, and Farquhar would have been 
delighted to be acquainted. The litans and Ate, 
bowever, appear to have been considered as evil 
Spirits by the Greeks, andin later times a very 
convenient community of demons was invented, 
which, it is said, relieved Piato considerably 
when he was engaged in attempting to ac- 
count for the origin of sim Here 
again the burien was thrown on the 
sLoulders of the Atlas, like spirits of darkness, 
and even Horace would acknowledge that this ig 
a knot which only a god conid untie. Although 
the ancient Hindoos appear, as above stated, to 
have preempted tbe field, 

THE HEBREWS 
seem to have turned their attention to the 
creation of devils, outside of what the Scriptures 
tell. The Talmudists originated the infernal 
brood by saying that Eve was not Adam's first 
love, but that, by a previous wife, named Lilis 
or Lilith. be had a whole family of devils. 
Goethe a'so, either resurrecting this unfortunate 
mother of wickedoess or creatiuig another, intro- 
duces a Lilith in his Walpurgis night-scene in 
* Faus’.” But of all creations in the spuirit- 
worid, that of 
** UNDINE,” 

by Fouque, is incomparab!ly the best. Although 
sbe is iu no sense an evil spirit, aod hence may 
not belong to the subject in hand, vet as a re- 
lief to the sombre figures already called up, and 
to drive-away the sulphurous odor which must 
be beginning to be perceived, Undine may be 
invoked in our behalf. The delineation of her 
character, when tbe mainspring of character—a 
soul—is absent, is inimitabie. Like Fouque’s Un- 
dine, though without the delicate discrimination, 
is Drake's ‘“‘Culprit Fay.” Bat above both, 
though with a greater approximation to human- 
ity, is 

SHAKSPEARF’s *‘ ARIEL.” 
Certainly the great dramatist must have eagerly 
devoured ail the tales of goblins and demons he 
could obtain, Imagine bim, after an unsuc- 
cessful poaching excursion after 
neighbor’s hare, sitting down by 
roadside and devouring Glanvil’s 
proprietatibus reram  ivuscriptum,” a biack 
little folio on the general history of devils; or, 
when he was perhaps tormented by the blue 
devils himself consequent on aconjugal differ- 
ence of opinion between bimself and his Ann, 


* kractatus de Lamuis et Phitovicis Muberibus,”’ 
an interesting Litle work on witches, iucanta- 
tions, ana caressing by tae devil. Think of 
Shakspeare’s wondering if there was anv differ- 
ence between a caressing bv the devil and a 
combiog of his nead with a three-legged srool by 
bis wife. Poasiblv, as a it preparation to writ- 
ing tue witch scene 19 Macbeth, the Bard of 
Avon perused the Life of Cornelius Agrippa, 
a magician, said to contain some curious infor- 
mation about raising devils, notions of heli, de- 
mons, witchcraft, etc., or Martin Luther’s Table 
Talk, containing, a8 is said, a mine of wealth on 
the subjects or heii, the devil, demons, Purga- 
torv, witches, witcacrait, and similar pleasant 
subjects. 

Judging, however, from the complaints often 
made at the present time, a reprint of the Life 
of Agrippa would be useless, as so much is al- 
ready known of the mode of raising the devil 
generally that any further atiempt at giving 1a- 
formation would be, if not impossible, at least 
supecogatory. By the way, 

MARTIN LUTHER 
must have had some valuabie knowledge asa to 
His Satanic Majesty, if, as is coulidently 
stated, he had an interview with 


that personage. How fortunate it 
would have been if some enterprising reporter 
had only interviewed the wortny monk. We 
might then have known certainly whethar the 
oid tempter actually was horved or not, or as to 
the fact of his possession of a caudal append- 
ave, and its use, or as to whether, finally, his 
sable hue was or was not caused by the bottle 
of ink which the savage monk launched at his 
bead. But newspapers were not in existence 
then in Germany, and no ubiquitous interviewer, 
the creation of the present century, was ready 
to supply tne lacking informauon. 
THE GERMANS, 

of al] nations since the Greeks, appear to have 
had the most lively and realizing velief in evil 
spirits. Goblius, elves, gnomes, sprites, witch- 
es, and numerous other species of un- 
seen or superhuman creations, are to be 
found described in their writings. The 
Black Forest teems with them; they fist 
along the Rhine, peer out of the windows of 
decaying castles, and baunt us in the recesses of 
the mountains. Schiller must have beeu fresh 
from the reading of some tales of demons when 
he wrote his ‘“* Robbers,” and Goethe brings the 
whole fell crew to dance a welcome to the lost 
soul of Faust and the beautiful Margaret. 
They change their shape, ride on broomaticks, 
and farrow sows, until the firm heart of Faust 
cap no longer endure the borrid gathering, ana 
the scales drop from his eyes as he sees the 
mouse fali from the lips of one whom he had al- 
most deemed an ange! ef light.

THE MANY PROVERSS 
in afl mations concerniug the devil and his 
characteristics attests the universal belief in his 
existence. The following, either translations 
from the German or natives of our own i/an- 
. are afew of the morecommon: “ The 

devil is good when he is pleased,” evidently 
shows that “ Even the devilis not as bad as 
he is sometimes painted ; " and, if such be the 
case, we ought to ** Give the devil bis due,” for 
certainly * "Tis a sin to belie the devil,” even 
though he be “ Heil’s Prince, sly parent of 
revolt and lies.” The proverbs, “ The devil 
tempts all, but the idie tempt the devil,” * An 
idle brain is the devil's workshop.” “ Idie men 
are the devil's playthings,” evidently suggested 
the idea of Watta’ lines, 

For Satan finds some mischief still 

_ For idle hands to do, 

Mothers advise untruthful boys te * Speak the 
trath, and shame the devil,” while wicked suns 
retort that *‘ Sometimes the devil doth preach,” 
or ** Even the devil can cite Scripture for this 


purpose. 

‘The wily and omnipresent character of the 
suvtile possessor of the cloven hoof is shown by 
the sayings, **Taik of the deviland he’ll either 
come or send.” or, as it is more commonly used 
now, ** Talk of the devil and he’s sure to appear,” 
** The devil hath power to assume a pleasing 
shape,” ** The devil is not always at one door,” 
“ Seldom the devil lies dead in a ditch,” ‘‘The 
devil is never nearer than when we are talking 
of him,” and ‘‘ The devil’s meal is balf bran.” 

It is well known that the arch-fiend 
is “The father of lies,” and of course 
not good at keeping his promises nor payiug his 
dues even though there is “ ‘ihe devil's to pay,” 
though we are assured, and possibly some know 
it for a truth, that ** What is gotten over tne 
devil's back is spent under his belly,” because 
‘He that takes the devil into his boat must 
needs carry him over the svuund ;” and “ He 
must bave a long spoon that must eat with the 
devil ;” and because, again, ‘* It’s an ill battie 
where the devil carries the colors.” Cyuics and 
skeptics can afiirm that ‘‘A man is avnother 
devil,” or that **‘ Where God builds a cburch, 
there the devil builds a chapel,” or that *‘ Hell is 
useless to sages, but necessary to the blind pop- 
ulace,” the disappointed legal suitor may console 
himself with the thought that *‘ Heil andchancery 
are ever 0; en ;”’ the rejected lover can exclaim, 
** Heil has no jury like @ woman scorned ;” the 
fatalict murmur, **He must needs go that the 
devil driveti ;” the misanthropist growl that 
“Some nope to meiit heaven by making earth a 


hell ;” the temperance-crusader tell, ** There is a 


devil in every berry of the grape ;” while Chns- 
tianity warns us that ‘‘ The way to hell is paved 
with good intentions,’ aud that * The devil 
goeth about like a roaring lion seeking whom he 
may devour.” 
THE FRENCH 
seem to have had quite a pleasant idea of the 
father of lies, for they often represent him as an 
interviewer, and hide their personality under 
the guise of the devil visiting, as in tbe well- 
known novel of LeSage, “The Devil on Two 
Sticks,” in which we are treated to a view be- 
hind the scenes of Spanish Life. This amusing 
work was continued in England under the title 
of ** Tue Devil on Two Sticks in Eugiand;” and 
anotuer work of similar character gave us a view 
of London iife, in company with the same eifi- 
cient guide. Finally Asmodeus crossed the 
water, and treated us to a view of New Yorkina 
book called **Asmodeus in New kork.” The 
well-known epigram of Rabelais is worth quot- 
ing: 
The devil was sick : the devil a monk would be; 
The devil was well; the devil a mouk was be, 
The writers of the age of 
ELIZABETH AND JAMES THE FIRST 
seemed to have specially directed their attention 
to the peculiarities of the ** Residuary Legatee 
of Mortality,” as Lanudseer once termed him. 
Gascoigne wiote concerning the ‘* Wvll of the 
Devill with his detestable commandementes,” 
Tom Nash gave to the world a work called 
** Pierce Pennilesa, bis supplication of the Divull, 
describing the overspreading of vice, and the 
suppression of virtue, pleasautly interlaced with 
variabie delights, and pathetically intermixed 
with conceited reproofes.” Strange to say, ao 
unfeeling world failed to take to beart the re- 
proofs, but appiled the coneeit to the author, and 
suffered his work to sleep until it was rescued 
from oblivion by the Shakspeare So- 
ciety, and reprioted im 1842. Thomas 
Heywood, that most voluminous dramatist, 
compiled a history of ** the fail 
of Lucifer and his angeis,” which must have n- 
valed ** Paradise Lost” in length, and “ Paradise 
Regained” in dullness. Christopher Mariowe— 
‘the English Boccaccio,” as he has sometimes 
been calied—gave us the tragical history of Dr. 
Faustuz io a drama which contained some lines 
worthy of even aSbakspeare. John Webster, a 
contemporary dramatist with Shakspeare, com- 
posed three dramas, ‘“‘The White Devil,” ** The 
Devil's Law Case,” and **The Duchess of Mal- 
fry,” wherein he gives his idea of this personage. 
Defoe, besides bis numerous novels, favored the 
world with ** I'he Political History of the Devil,” 
and a description of the devil's dwelling, 
**vulgarly caHed bell,” which, like the “ Life of 
Agripja,” mentioned above, is entirely out 
of date, owiog to the large amount 
of knowledge since obtained on the subject. But 
what must be said of the generous sou! who for 
fear some men would be saved, kindly furnished 
a guide-book called 
** a SURE GUIDE TO HELL.” 

In 1818, De Piaucv, a Frenchman, published a 
volumnious work entitled ** Dictiounaire Infer- 
nal.” relating to devils, magic, hell, ete. 

But tbeseare only atithe of the numerous 
books and pamplets which have been published 
coucerning the evilone. Douglas Jerrold aiso 
wrote a pilav, ** The Devil's Ducat.” Coleridge 
eviightened us on a little visit the old gentieman 
made to the earth, from which ho, however, re- 
turned disgusted; burns’ gives a few 
delicate hints orn the same subject ; 
Cruikshank and Landseer thought him not wor- 
thy to occupy their time, not to mention the un- 
known aazthors of numerous early romarces, 
aud that musty walking library of useless pedan- 
try and superstition, burton, or the scores of 
divines of ail ages whose polemics now rest un- 
disturbed in ancient libraries. 

IN AMERICA, 
also, Edgar A. Poe has, in his story of ‘* Never 
Bet the Devil Your Head,” warned us of the 
novel and yet rather unpleasant means the gen- 
tleman in biack sometimes uses to extort 
payment of the bets made with him. 
Last month also, a New York book-firm—Scvib- 
ner, Welford & Armstrong—issued a curious cat- 
alogue, ** Bibliotheca Diabolica, being a choice 
selection of the most valuable books relating to 
the devil, demovus, hell, magic, sorcery, witch- 
craft, divination, ghosts, &c.,—in two parts, pro 
and con,—serious and humorous,” and iilustrat- 
ed with twelve curious desigus, a publication of 
which makes ap era in the history of book-cata- 
logues. 
THE FORMS 

under which the devii is pictured by various na- 
tions are not a little curious, as tending to show 
tle diferent cuaracterstica attributed to him. 
The ancient Egyptians seemed to regard him in 
& canine aspect, and pictured him with the lcng 
pose of a bound, but walking oo two legs like a 
satyr. To the Assyrians he presented himself 
in a more canine characier, and they gave him a 
beavy, muscular frame, and also endowed him 
with wings, and scales covering the neck. 
The Cingalese again evidently thought the arch- 
fieod was the ‘missing link,” a made him 
part man, part woman, part horse, coiled rouod 
also with serpents like tue marble group of Lao- 
coon and his sons. In the Anglo-Saxon idea, he 
18 ed of a human form; und a few centu- 
ries later tue English races accommodated him 
wita horps and a tail, the latter short and 
stumpy, evidently dwindling away by pnou-use. 
His fighting qualities are sbhowa by two long 
spurs or horns on his knees and beeis. 

The French of the fifteenth century, again, 
evidently regarded him as ap incongruous combi- 
pation of fish, flesh, and fowl, suppiyed 
him with a uneatiy-curved pair of torus, 
long asinine ears, a dorsal fin. running from the 
neck the whole length of the bac«, a tail growing 
out of the right taizgh, and long spindiing legs. 


terminating in four claws like avhicken. Add to | 


this a long, flexible nose, staring eyes, and a pe- 
culiarly sacauic grin,—for it is uot a laugh,—and 
the piciure is complete. 
THE ABYSSINIANS 
seem to have viewed Satan in rather a pleasant 
ligit, for they represent him clothed in long, 
decorous garments, wit a kind of prison stripe, 
however, @ full beard aud mustache, and the 
ouly suggestion of his infernal character is 
found in the little devil who is of the oribo- 
dox cut, with horus and tail, but whose toes 
spread out much like the tines of s 
patent lightoing-rod. Tue Italians added to the 
ordinary type of demon a pig’s snout and pair of 
wings; they also elopgated the heels, and gave 
acuritothe caudal appendage. The Hindoos 
furnished bim with a coat of Lair—quite super- 
fluous, apparently, judging from the tempera- 
ture of the place in which be is said to live. 
CRUIKSHANK, 

in his bumorous iliustrations, sketches him in 
biack, with horns and hoofs, or rather a foot 
with two toes, aud short wings, evidentiy more 
for appearance than use. Landseer, with a 
more discriminating sense of his mental and 
mora traits, gives the Prince of Darknessa 
somewhat human form,—veariog a striking re- 
sembiauce, in fact, to Byron,—and paints in his 
features the cynicism, malignant hate, and un- 
relenting persistence in evil of the Satan of the 
Scrmptaies.

Mir. Barctictt's popularity was a continual 
srowth from the time he took charge of this 
Society until called to the Plymouth Church, 
Chicago, in 1869. Knowing by reputation tne 
sharacter of thie city for enter prise, aud regarding 
¢ as a new avd wider field for the exercise 
of bis energy and talents, he severed hi 
pleasant relations of the East, and came to Chi- 
caro. -Here he bas added to bis previously-ac- 
quired fame. His church is only second in num- 
pers and weaith in this city, since it occupies in 
ihe South Division the same prominence which 
the First Church holda in the West. The great 
fire interfered with its growth, as it cid with 
many others; but the Society, after uniting with 
the South Chirch, have commeuced, near 
Twenty-fourth street,.on Michigan avenue, the 
construction of one of the largest and finest 
bonuses of worship in the city. The walis are 
well up now, and the edifice will be completed 
sometime bext epriug or summer. 

Mr. Bartlett's style of preaching is not com- 

rable to any other pulpit orator in the city. 
Hie sentences are short, sparkling, almost 
ecintillataug with fresh originality. He im- 
presses one with his blitheness, vigor, and sch. !- 
arship. Of stout build, he appears like a mus- 
cular giant; for, with all his scholarship, he bas 
preserved completely his physical energy, and is 
able to transform it into eloquence aud in- 
ielicetual force. Mr. JSartlett is more 
of an essayist or brilliant lecturerthan preacher. 
lis sermons frequently lack that logical order 
and coherence which are best calculated to 1m- 
press the unregencrate heart. He is brilliant, 
witty, and learved, and it would be a miracie to 
find one go to sleep under his pulpit m nistra- 
tions; but there is a want of arrangement in 
bis sermons out of which grows a diffi- 
tulty on the part of the hearer to discern the 
Qian or theory on which the sermon was de- 
veloped, which fact interferes with its being 

enaciously remembered. 

Mr. Bartlett writes bis sermons, tut allows 
simself frequent!y to diverge inio: epirodes and 
liustvations, which are not the least 
eling parts of bis discourses. He 
bas spent the summer in Europe, where he 
nas etored his miud with new thoughts which 
will undoubtediy be developed in bis future re- 
ligious work. In a rapidly growing portion of 
whe city, andin the new cburch-edifice now ap- 
proaching completion, we hope Mr. Bartlett will 

pend the many future vears of useiul toil which

PROF. SWING’S WEDNESDAY EVEN. 
ING LECTURE. 

The Wednesday evening prayer-meeting at 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, corner of Kush 
and Superior strects, was we!l attended, very 
few of the seats betng vacant. Prof. Swing con- 
tinued his remarks on the ‘ Suaday-School.” 
He said : 

It wae suggested last Wednesday evening that 
we resume to-night the topic upon which several 
of us then spoke,—the religious education of the 
young ; and as at that time, we looked upon 
the dark side or, at least, upen the 
shady side, of this matter, and brought before 
our bearts and minds the shortcomings of our 
Church, hope to-nigtit that we shall all look upon 
the brighter side, and discuss the question more 
im its general outliaes, taking it for granted that 
our Church is doing, or is about to do. its whole 
duty. 1 know of no verse to read that will 

goswer our purpose better as a text than the 

familiar one, *‘Remember thy Creator in the 
« days of thy youth ’—the one taken before. 

The period of youth is not only the period in 
wlich the heart is moided, as we remarked the 
‘other evening, but it is the period above all 
others when moral truths are required. I: is not 
only the period when tle soul is easily fashioned, 
but it is the period in which man stores 
away the great moral truths which 
are, for the most part, to guide him through 
life. Apdin these days nearly every human 
being lavs down the constitution of his exist- 
puce. Just as in the first year or years of our 
Republic, meu blocked out a general Vonstitu- 
@on that should guide it, so im the first vears of 
every one’s lifesome great general principles are 
absorbed, if I may so speak, from the surround- 
tng world—from parents, from friends, from 
Oburch, from State; and they become the con- 
stitution of the whole life. his is a very gen- 
eral ruis, general, beyond our ordinary 
thought. And it is wha: makes the education of 
youth so wonderfully impressive and imporiaut. 

Every person between the ages of 4 yeers,

gages and 16, is writing a constitution of his 
eis laying down the genera! laws that 
‘ shall guide him; and no young person is aware 
of it; aud neither is the older person by lis side 
fully aware of the great change that is going on

see this not only in religious matters, in the re- 
izious history of the world, but in al! branches 
of history. Andwe find out often our duty in 
religious matters by looking at the custome of 
men dwelling m the great outside world. Thus 
We iearn our own laoguage best by studying 
some foreign language, in that foreign 
laugnaze we can see the machinery 
of government ard cf qualification ; we can see 
ail the operations of svutax as we eee the whee's 
in @ watch; whereas, in our own language, which 
we have learned from infancy, these thiugs are 
all so familiar tiat the art is invisible. 
And so in morals. We may learn wha: we 
to do of mg by seeing what takes 
sside of That illustrates con- 
the Christian's duty.

Weareto learn 

tue great truths of life in our youth, and In after 
yeais uudersiand them. We learn music when 

we are young, and in after years drink in all the 
grandeur of that great art, aod feel that 

God is back of it. We learn tolove Nature when 
we are children,—the flowers, the trees, and, in 

atter years, we perceive that God is behind them 

ail, in after years we understand tis great dis- 
pute among the autboriiies in religion. We 
tnust leara its great cardinal truths in early life, 

and in subsequent life justify them, and go over 
the arguments upon which they are based, and 
find the great sense of them. 

But there is one otber idea that must alwavs 
go with this, or else the whole thing is a dead 
failure,and worsethana failure. Itisthis: You 
are bound to teach the truth. Thatis the prin- 
ciple. If the parent teaches a falsehood, the whole 
theory is exploded,—the whole plan of God 18 
wrecked and ruined. The difficulty witha Ma- 
hommedan child is that the parent bas no truth. 
The principte that the older person must take 
the younger by the hand and lead 1t along is 
God-hke, is divine; but woe be to that older 
person who has falsehood instead of truth in 
his heart. There is no arrangement made for 
teaching faise ideas to either the young or the 
old. God bas no plan by which any parent can 
teach anything footish or false to the child, and 
hence there are two great duties devolving upon 
every one of you. ‘The first is that you take 
some young person or persons by the 
band and lead them: and the _§ sec- 
ond is that yon yourself have the 
truth in your mind and iu your beart. Woe be 
to you if yon lead anybody, and have not found 
the truth to which to lead them. Hence how 
careful should every church member be to rise 
above the narrow, to rise above the small. to 
rise above those little views that, perbaps, will 
last only fora few years, and then perish. Oh, 
how obligatory it is upon every one of you to 
find what are the great general truths of 
Christianity—its mighiy fundamental truths, its 
great constitutional principles, and then to feed 
these to the young heart; and, in future life, 
they will understand the greatness and 
beauty of them. But woe be to that parent 
who teaches a child only a great many half 
truths—one-tenth truth or even falsehood, 
which in later years the child bas to reject one 
by one, and emptv its heart of falsehood. ab- 
sorbed from untaught ana unthoughtful parents. 

[ announce, therefore, these two principles : 
that the great truths of the (rospel must be 
taught tothe young, but they must be truths 
that are taught; and, in later years, that person 
who has learned these great mighty truths finds 
the meaning of them everywhere, and throws in 
the great aiguments thet go to support them. 

Who im childhood knows the meaning of the 
word **mother”? And yet, im childbood we learn 
to love her, and, with the future years of life, 
we gather in the arguments that teach us 
why we jove her. in ali the fuvure years of life 
even down to extreme old age, that word 
“* mother ” rs in the heart unfoldiug its meaning.

TRINITY EPISCOPAL CHURCK. 

One of the most elegant and beautiful churches 
in Chicago is near completion. It is the church 
of which the Rev. Dr. Edward Sullivan is Rector, 
—Trinity Episcopal. It will be recollected that 
this Society owned s fine house of worship be- 
fore the fire of 1871, situated on Jackson street, 
between Wabash and Michigan avenues. The 
building was one of the many costly churches 
that fell before the flames. The Society have 
not been in haste to rebuild, and have suited 
themselves all the better, no doubt, for their 
deliberation. About two years ago a lot on the 
southeast corner of Michigan avenue and Twen- 
ty-sixth street was secured for a pew church- 
edifice, aud work upon the chapel was 
soon afterward commenced. A little Icss 
than a year ago the chapel was occupied for the 
first time as a place of worship, and, in the mean- 
time, work was prosecuied upon the main struct- 
ure. ‘Lhis was originally planned to cost about 
$55,000, but changes and improvements bad been 
made as the work advaneed, until it is eatimared 
tuat it will require at least $110,000 to cover all 
the cost. One radical! change, for instance, bas 
been madein the mode of heating. which has 
increased the cost of that one i.em from $3,500 
to some $8.000. The building is in the Gochie 
style, of Joliet stone, wilh no special oruamenta- 
tion exteriorly, no tower or steeple, but having 
a look of remarkable elegance amd taste. One 
has but .o walk inside to see that its internal 
finish is second to that of no place of worsuip in 
the city. 

The buildirg is 170 feet in length, including 
the chapel, and 92 feet in breadth of the tran- 
sept. The nave is canopied by a ceiling exquis- 
itely frescoed and finished with open timper- 
work, which is 65 feet above the floor. ‘he 
ceiling, instead of following tbe raiters, as is 
often the case, or being molded into curvilinear 
forms, consists of five plane surfaces. 

The frescoing attracts the aifention at once. 


| Jtis dope in red, bine, and goid, and consists 


almosi eatirely of pleasing designs chiefly drawn 
from the plant-world, aa treioils, ceila-leares, 
artistic flowera. Everywhere. littie gold 
crorses are conspicuously placed, and even the 
plant tracery seems to have been selected for 
its reremblance to the perpetual symbol of the 
Christian religion. ‘Jue chancel is frescoed in 
fine taste. ‘This work hae all been executed un- 
der the direction of Mr. Wight, of Tioy, N. Y. 
The ceilings are ail finished in Norway vine, and 
the pews and other woodwork are ip butternut 
and walnut. Lhe windows are finished internally 
and externally in etoue tracery, there being not 
a particle of wood about them, The building is 
heated with steam, the pipes being placed imme- 
diately under the floor, so that each pew 
is heated by a coil placed directly be- 
neath it. The entire work has been jn 
charge of Messrs. McGlincey & Merigold, and 
Mr. MeGiincey bas personally supervised all the 
depa:tments as they were in progress. On the 
part of the church, Mr. Anson Stager bas been 
the principal adviser and authority: and to him 
are due innumerable suggesiions and chances 
which have added greatly to ithe beauty of ibe 
sacred edifice. 

Tho wors will be completed, and the building 
will be oceupied for tue first time, on the fires 
Sunday.n November, should Dr. Sullivan be 
back intime. ‘Jhose who shal! be so fortunate 
as to be present ac the opening will find them- 
selves inside achurch which has no second in 
pointof beauty. It will comtortably seat some 
1,200 auditors. 

ibe organ. which is in process of construction, 
is built by a Milwaukee firm, aud will cost some 
$5,000 or $9,000.

FIRST BAPTIST CHUROG. 

Things are not altogether smooth in the First 
Bapust Church. Although the Society voted 
last Friday evening, by so large a majority as to 
seem practically unanimous, to go on with the 
work of building a house of worship on the cor- 
per of South Park avenué and )uirts-first street, 
yet itis not generally known that there are a 
large number of influential members who are 
not satisfied with that disposicion of affairs, and 
did not vote, though present at the meeting. 
Some would liketo havo the First and the Michbi- 
gan Avenue Churches coalesce and worship in 
the fine building which is too large for the lat- 
ter, and would very nicely accommodate both 
societies ; but there are debts and personal in- 
terests in the way. Others would like to see 
the liret and the University Place Churches 
umite ; but here personai and University imter- 
ests interfere. Nome are opposed to the church 
going so farsouth; and soit appears probable 
that the old First Charch, by one method or an- 
other, is to be largely depieced and reduced in 
numbers as the result of the fire of last July. 
Ilowever, it remains to be seev whether tie 
work of rebuiiding a fine church edifice, second 
to uone in the city, which is to be immediately 
commenced, will not operate much as a ionic 
and adhesive foree to the body, and put an end 
to the little disaffections, whic appeared to be 
growing larger so long as the future of the So- 
ciety was not well defined.

FIFTH PRESDYTERIAN CHURCGH. 
The Fifth Presbyterian Church, under the 
pastoral care of the Rey. C. L. Thompson, has de- 
cided to commence the erection of a fine new 
huuee of worrhip immediately. It is only some 
half a dozen years-since the present structure was 
built on Wabash avenue, near Thirty-first stree:, 
and it was then believed to be capable of afford- 
ing ample accommodations to the Society 
for many yoarstocome. The church, however, 
under tue contol of Mr. ‘tuompson as pastor, 
has largely outgrown its old home. Last on- 
day eveuing the Society, at a mesting called for 
tue purpose of considering the ques.uon o1 build- 
ing, UnanHnously resolved to sell the old house, 
aud to commence the construction of the new 
one this fall. Lhe German Evangelical Associa- 
tion, whose church was destroyed in the gicat 
fire of July 14, bave mace overiures for the pur- 
chase of ibe old Luidding, which wili probably be 
accepted. hey propose to remove it severai 
biocks farther south. 

Itis pot fully decided whether the Presbyte- 
rians will build on their preseut site or rewove 
@ block or so farther touch. It is provable, 
however, that the new siruciure will be erected 
on the old site, which is ample enough for all 
purposes. As the Society will be entirely with- 
out @ place of worship, it will be their aim to 
get the basement of their new building ready 
for occupation as soon ag the new year, if pos- 
sible. Several plans are now under considera- 
tion, which are equal to some of the best church 
ediices in ihe city.

BAPTIST. 

The Baptists of Howe!!, Mich., having enlarged 
and improved their Louse of worship, will reopea 
it to-day. 

A new house of worship for the Baptists at 
Bedford, Mich., is nearing completion, and will 
be dedicated in November. 

While there are seven Baptist churches on the 
railroad from Aurorato Freeport, Lil., there are 
only two pastors. Will not some unemployed 
Baptist minister go out in that directien, and 
taxe care of some of these ehepherdless flocks ? 

Jt is announced that the endowment fund of 
$50,000 which was being secured for the Cen- 
tral University, of lowa, bas been fully made up. 

The Hyde Park Baptisis have commenced the 
building of a new house of worship, to cost | 
about #2.000. The aggregate membership is 
about thirty. The cburch was organized last 
spring, and isin a healthy, growing state. It | 
supports its pastor, the Rev. kK. Kk. Bayliss, and 
bas provided about three-fourths of the amount 
neceseary to complete the new bui'ding. 

The Rev. Dr. Jeffry’s new church (Baptist), 
Brooklyn, N. Y., was dedicated Oct. il. Dr. 
Jeffry was formerly pastor of the North Baptist 
Church of this cily. 

The life plan of missionary service in foreign 
lands seems to be falling inte disrepure. At 
least a Daptist missionary im ludia proposes that 
men and women who go Out as iniesivuaries Bhall 
enlist for ten years only. Hethinks by this plan 
the miesionary service wouid ve ioore effective, 
a8 Many missions are ruined by sick men hang- 
ing ou, and by the retention of men too old for 
hard service.

TLESTORE THE FARCE. 

There is s growing dissatisfaction among man- 
agers as weil as the pubilse wiih the present form 
of the drama. Some of the thougits here sug- 
gested were derived from @ conversation with an 
experienced and thoughtful theatrical caterer, 
the subject whereof was the change that had 
come over the modern echool. That thero is 
sveh a change can be best seen by comparing 
ene of the favorites of to-day with those which 
held the stage without iniernuption even a few 
years ago. The earlier comedies of Byrou, 
Tom Taylor, and others, rre so manifestly dif- 
ferent from pieces of tlie present style that 
after arun of French trauslations, or the Amer- 
ican imitation thereof, the good pieces of 
even a decade ago appear heavy and old- 
fashioned. We even expect to see the 
ladies in the drama dressed hke the fashion- 
plates of 1845, with a score of narrow flounces 
on their dresses, large *traw bonnets, and e cir- 
cumference of skirt like nothing so much as 
a parachute. But more than all do we fiada 
difference in the disposition of 

TEU COMEDY ELEMENT 
of apiece. Since Robertson wiote his last play, 
a comedy to which all the characters ministered 
in adegree has mot been put upon the stage. 
‘Lhe dramatiat of to-day makes his pieces pre- 
cisely as acook Makes an apple-pie,—so much 
flour, so much briter, s0 much apple, so much 
sugar, spice, and lemon-peel. Piays are made 
by recipe, and not by ingenuity. Plots 
must vary a iittle, but apparentiy even the plot 
itself is beginning to assume the same fluted 
mold. if things continue as they are now pro- 
gressing, diamatists will soon begia to write 
identical pieces, and then race for the first pro- 
duction. We lave 
THE ALLOTTED LIST OF CHARACTERS, 

—the faithless wife of the leading man seduced 
by the beavy man, whose villainies are partially 
atoned for by the comedian, while the old man 
utters proper moral maxims, and the old lady 
personates the disagreeable mother-in-law, 
and 60 on throug the cast. Duels— 
long since abaudoved in civilized eoun- 
tries—are introduced to intensify the 
interest and quicken the action. Dialogue 
must differ according to the temperament and 
personality of the auchor, bot after studying the 
same models which have supplied Smith, Jones, 
and Browa with conversation for their plays, it 
1s not to be wondered at that Robinson's idea of 
dialogue would pass for that of any of his 
triends. 

There is now but one severely original dram- 
atist writing for the hugilish and Americana stage, 
aud ihat one is 

W. 8. GILBERT. 
His fancy is froeh, ana his wit keen and pungent. 
As a rule his dramatic construction is weak. ‘he 
technical features of his plays are inferior to 
those of other English dramatists, while the 
literary merit is far beyond them. 

It will be noticed that tae comedian in all 
modern plays has about the eame part to fulfill, 
Haalet’s caution to the player, ** Let not your 
actor speak more than is set downfor him,” 
must be observed of necessity, for the poor fel- 
low speaks almost the same lives in every mod- 
ern comedy. He is degenerating into an automa- 
ton, with the same opportunities that the clown 
hasin pantomime. The consequence is that his 
** business” is becoming as sterevtyped as that 
of tue clown. Week aiter week he piays thesame 
tricks over aud over again, and bores 
bimself and his audience with repetinons of 
what bas long since become a weariness. He is 
chained to the stake which the dramatist of the 
present uninteresiing era first drove into the 
ground, and on which each succeeding play- 
wright has dealta blow to make him more se- 
cure. His captivity is accomplished. His little 
circle is a narrow one, and he covers it nightly. 
He reminds us of the dancing bear of the menag- 
erie, who has long ago became reconciled to 
his base circumscription, and cares not a particle 
whe.ber in his monotonous circuit he entangles 
himselfin his chain and becomes inert aud 
stupid or not. The comedian must break his 
chain. There is but one way to doit. Tae old 
system which made comedians must be restored. 

WE MUST HAVE THE pee # 

or we shall iose our comedians. Playwrights in 

old time made the actors; actors in our day 

make the plays and their authors. The odliga- 

tion is on the wrong side, and the sooner the 
wrong is righted the better. 

The causes which have brought sbout 
Gbaadcnment @f the fares are numerous. 


was customary in the last era of respectable 
dramatic representation to open or conclude each 
piece with a farce. ven a 8b arean 
trag was preceded or followed by one of 
these brilliant bits of humor, and the con- 
trast was greatly to the benefit of audi- 
ences. The rater who desires to 
move his hearers co tears, and stir their 
sympathies to the utmost, will first tickle their 
fancy with humor,and then catching them at 
the rebound carry them with him. On this prin- 
ciple the farce was a feeder to the tragedy. 
Again, after a dismal, dreary play, the manage- 
ment invariably flung in a rattling farce to clear 
away the melancholy impresmon, and send the 
hearers Gut in the sunshime of mirth. It wasa 
pretty idea, but it tooktime. Dramatic perform- 
ances commenced then at an hour which would 
now be unfashionable. The curtain rose gen- 
erally at 7 o'clock upon the farce. By the time 
the preliminary performance was over, the last 
tardy play-goer had takeo his seat, and the 
majesiic movement of the tragedy was not in- 
terrupted bythe rush and rustleof silk and 
heavy boots, of chatter and remonstrance, of 
confusion and vulgar display, Such « perform- 
ance was @ long one, and those who paid for 
their seats got the wortb of their money. 

It frequently happened that it ran beyond 11 
o'clock. This made a performance of four hours. 
Eleven is not a late hour. Four-act French 
pieces run as long nowadavs, and longer. But 
the pubiic is dilatory, and our customs have 
changed. Audiences could assemble at 7 as 
easily as at half-past 8 o'clock, if there were any 
indacement for so doing. But the hour for leav- 
ing the theatre has its disadvantages. It is the 
parsimony and want of judgment of our 

STREET-RAILROAD MANAGEMENT, 
which makes that hour unfavorable for seeking 
home. And from cause to affect it is this very 
mismanagement which has eliminated the 
farce from the theatrical entertainment. It is 
this which gives the oaly shadow of excuse for 
the vulgar scurry to the door before the curtain 
has begun to descend. It shortens the per- 
formance, end robs it of one of its beat features. 

There are other causes, however. 

THE MODERN SOCIFTY DRAMA, 

lacking the element of legitimate mterest, relies 
upoa the wealth of its setting, the idea beiag to 
minister to the eye. Toset such stenes as we 
are accustomed to demand takes time. and a 
ereat deal of it is wasted in the entr’acte. 
This is lamentable, because it stretches the 
drama out beyond anv reasonable necessity. 
The four-act condensation of adultery oedcupies 
as loug a time for representation as the five-act 
tragedy. This reacts upon the macager again in 
anoiaer way. 

The entr’acte of 2¢ minutes must be filled in 
by hook or by crook. Somebody must do it. 
ihe orchestra must, anlese a ballet is iutroduced. 
There must be something to keep the mind em- 
ploved, and an orchetra wonld be more generally 
accepiabie to piar-goers. Consequeutly 

THE OROHESTRA, 
has become of necessity a feature of theatrical 
economy. Oompetition bas driven the manacer 
of to-day to make the orchestra a very expeusive 
addition to his forces. We have one manager 
boasting that he pays his orchestra $400, and 
tae critics, justiv praisiag this feature, the nval 
manager will not be outdone. He must have 
the vest orchestra as well as the best 
company, and there # is, With in- 
creased expease there is no corresponding 
income. What he pays the orchestra must be 
deducted from some other branch of his busi- 
vesa, Or there must come & smash. We have 
expensive companies in town—there are few in 
the country which cost more to maintain. Busi- 
ness fortunately has held up this season with 
astonishing perseverance, but the high-pressure 
system is dangerous, to speak mildiy. Things 
are being overdone. Music as & very charming 
addition to the dramatic stage. Could it be 
maintained withont sacrificing the other features 
of the drama it would be desirable. But there 
is too much of it. The drama is sacrificed to it. 
THERE IS ANOTHER POINT 

which managers aod even stars overlook in the 
long leap between the acts. The interest of the 
drama is apt to flag very decidedly. The curtain 
falls on a thrilliag tablean. Before the next 
scene follows, the impressioa has been, in a great 
measure, effaced by events outside the drama. 
The orchestra has done its bast to interrnpt, by 
charming but AY at omg music, the train of 
emotions which the drama has set in motion, 
and by the time the fumes of alcoho! from the 
adjviniag saloon becin te circulave through the 
house, the last tablean is as indistinet before 
the mental! vision as the photographer's proof of 
a last year’s portrait. As an instance of this, let 
us mention the experience of Joe Jefferson with 
*Rip Van Winkle.” stween the second and 
third acts twenty years are supposed to elapse. 
A great deal of change has to be made ino 
the appearance of the artist. It took Mr. 
Jefferson some eighteen or twenty minutes to 
arrange the stage, dress, and prepare every- 
thing for the opening scene. Even with the 
auxiliary efforts of the orchestra, ne found the 
impression left by the tabieau of the second act 
60 evavescent that it faded before the curtain 
wasrung up. He was compelled, therefore, to 
hasten ms movements, and by dint of the 
utmost endeavor reduced the entr’acte here to 
nine minutes. The conirast between the Rip 
of the two later acts was sharp and powerful, 
and is pow oue of the marvels of the dramatic 
stage. What is true of Rip is true of aay 
other piece of acting. A long en- 
tracte is an abomination. If there 
must be relaration, it must mot be hurled inte 
the current of the drama. 

Our fathers were not the dolts we appear to 
thivk them. Their methods were not ail de- 
serving of contempt. They loved purity and 
art more than we do ; they loved ostentation and 
display lees. Their relaxation in the theatre 
was wisely chosea aod legitimate, and we should 
do well to imitate them. Our modern comedies 
are dismal enough to take the place of the 
tragedies aud melodramas of a by-gone ace. 
Let us ameliorate our condition with a restoration 
of the farce. Abbreviate Shakepeare, if neces- 
sary, and give us a faree afterwards; improve 
our modern society drema to the extent of omit- 
ting half of it, but give us back the farce. We 
do not wantthe coarse and vulgar members of 
that glittering family; there are hundreds which 
are unexceptionable. Let our managers give 
tbem atrial. Let them raise the curtain half an 
hour earlier, and cut down the entr’acte. It 
will be money added to their store, and pleasure 
to that of their patrons.

It was a heavy 
contract for so weak apiece asthe ‘‘ Sphinx” but 
the week has been worn through and business 
has been very fair. The present week will see a 
great change in this respect. We are to have 
two of the best artists on the stage as stars at 
McVicker’s and the Academy, Carlotia LeClereg 
and Miss K. Rogers Randolph, formerly Kathar- 
ine Rogers. At the comedy theatre we shall see 
for the first time Bartley Campbell's last effort, 
“ The Virginian,” which will first see the light 
where so many others of Mr. Campbell's have 
appeared. The other theatres bave been doing 
well with negro miostrelsy and the variety 
busio ess.

: COOK COUNTY ELECTION. 

For the information of those who are specu- 
lating upon the probable results of the coming 
slection, we give below some comparative figures 
in each of the three Congressional Districts of 
Cook County. To understand these figures it 
should be borne in mind that in 1872 the Ger- 
mans of Cook County for the most part adhered 
to the Republican party. They voted for Grant, 
and helped to give him about 15,000 majority. 
Some of them voted for Koerner for Governor, 
leaving Oglesby only 7,300 majority, while « 
larger portion voted for Black for Lieutenant- 
Governor, leaving Beveridge only some 2,000 
majority. In 1873, the Germans as a body 
formally dissolved their connection with the 
Republican party in this city and county, and 
joined with tne Irish and others im forming « 
now party, which earried the eounty by about 
$1,000 majority. 

The Law-and-Order eombination dissolved af- 
ter the election, but the People’s Party remains 
substantially intact, receiving in addition the ac- 
session of ali the Democrats whe had voted 
against it m 1873. The original elements ef the 
People’s Party are as a whole to be found in the 
organization known as the Opposition. That 
- there have been defections is unquestionable. It 
js claimed that a large body ef the Germans have 
gone back to the Republican party, and that a 
Mike defection has taken place among the Irish. 
Thie fe denied om the other hand, and it is 
etaimed that the few who have gone back to the 
Republican party are more than offset by Demo- 
srats whe voted the Law-and-Order ticket in 
i878, end whe will sow support the Opposition 
fieket.

GEN. SHALER AND THE FIRE COMMIS- 
SIONERS. 
Some two or three weeks ago it was definitely 


announced that Gen. Shaler would receive a 
forma) invitation to come to Chicago as an em- 
ploye of the Fire-Department. The Citizens’ 
Committee had positive assurance from the Com- 
missioners that they would call Gen. Shaler in a 
way which would enable him to be of some sub- 
stantial service io the remodeliug of the Depart- 
ment. Subsequently they prevared a resolution, 
which was so changed by the Commissioners that, 
in effect, it simply gave the Citizens’ Association 
the privilege of paying Gen. Shaler the sum of 
$10,000 to board at one of the first-class hotels 
in Chicago, and prepare occasional opinions for 
them. There was nothing in the resolution, 
however, which gave either the Citizens’ Aaso- 
ciation or Gen. Shaler the assurance that the 
latter should have anything to do with either the 
Board of Commissioners or the working force of 
the Department. When this palpable defect was 
pointed out, Mr. Sheridan maintained that the 
Board had no authority to do more; but, after 
further consultation, it was thought that a new 
agreement bad been reached. Again the resolu- 
tion submitted by the Board proved unsatisfac- 
tory for materially the same reason as the first, 
—because Gen. Shaler would be bronght here 
in an equivocal and embarrassed position. It 
was then that the Citizens’ Committee addressed 
&@ communication to the Board setting forth that, 
unless the Board would comply with the clearly- 
defined and formulated agreement that had been 
made in regerd to calling Gen. Shaler, the Asso- 
ciation would decline te take any further 
steps in the matter. This eommunication 
was referred te City-Attorney Jamieson, 
with instructions to anawer that the Board could 
not legally do more than it had done, if such 
were his opinion.” Mr. Jamieson, it is under- 
stood, has examined into the case, and has con- 
eluded that, though the Board cannot appoint 
Gen. Shaler, who is not a citizen ef Chicago, to 
any one of the official positions im the Depart- 
ment (such as Fire-Marshal er member of the 
Board), # may employ him im such a manner 
that his services will be of practical assistance 
te the Department. Precedents for this are 
found in the employment of Mr. Poole in the 
Public Library and Mr. Feiton in the Bridewell. 
In fact, the appointment of Judge Dickey, whose 
home was in Ottawa, as Corporation Counsel, 
and that of Mr. Rehm, a resident of Lake View, 
as Chief of Police, would indicate that 
Gen. Shaler might be sppeinted to an 
official position if the Board were so dis- 
posed. This much, however, the Citizens’ Aaso- 
ciation have not asked atany time. They simply 
desived te overcome certain quibbles, se that, 
whea Gen. Shaler comes, he shall not be with- 
out an eccupation. This has at iast been accom- 
plished through the intervention of the Law De- 
partment ; aod so the Citizens’ Association stand 
ready, as heretofore, to provide the money for 
the payment of Gen. Shaler’s salary. In New 
York, Gen. Shaler was one of seven Commis- 
sioners, bat was permitted by common consent 
to diuect the discipline of the Department, and 
so accomplished admirabie reforms. It is not 
necessary that he should even becomes a momber 
of the®Board, or occupy any official position, if 
the same common consent ahall enable him to 
do in Chicago what he has done in New York. 
He is now called bere by a resolution, printed 
elsewhere, im the capacity of Assistant Engineer 
to the Board, and with authority to assist in the 
reorganizing aod disciplining of the Fire-De- 
partment. This resolution has met with the 
official approval of the Mayor, and ite legality is 
sustained by the Law Department. If Gen. 
Shaler accepte the call. as it is believed he will, 
he will find himself enbhampered ia his work of 
reform. 


THE CHICAGO PRESBYTERY. 

The Chicago Presbytery, as we are informed. 
do not propose to appeal from the sentence ef 
tne Synod ef Illinois North to the General 
Assembly. Their forbearance entities them to the 
gratitude of the publie. To forego the judgment of 
the higher court, which ordinarily includes men 
who both know the law of appeal and know bow to 
distinguish between an offense against their pre- 
judices and an offense against the constitution 
of the Church, as the Synod evidently did not, 
merits, and will receive, the approbation of ali 
but the pugnacious spirits of the denomination. 
The Presbytery takes the true position in throw- 
ing the onus of further Mitigation on Prof. Pat- 
ton's shoulders se completely that he must sub- 
side, or bear the unmitigated contempt of his 
brethrea. The verdict is his. The moral victory 
ie theirs. And they need have no fears that the 
publie will miseonstrue their silence. It will 
leak through the thickest brain in their Church 
that a final vote of 86 ina Synod of 300 mem- 
bora, after all the dragging, plugging, worrying, 
and pettifogging, ina poor exhibit to make te 
the world against a Presbytery whose vote for 
Peet. Swing was one-fourth larger, to say motb- 
img of the elements ef which the twe 
bodies were composed. [t will get through the 
mest compact cresium that the rescinding of 
the deciaion of the Presbytery simply andia the 
trial, whieh was Pref.

FIRE-INSURANCE 

The Presidentof the Continental Insurance 
Company of New York bas published a state- 
ment showing the balance of profit and lose in 
the fire-insurance business for the twenty years 


whose business is analyzed is thirty-eight, some 
of whom have not been in business during the 
whole of the twenty years. The average time 
of each is thirteen years. These thirty-eight 
together, bave sustained 
losses aud have paid io expenses (exclusive of 
dividends) the sum of $253,908,654, and have 


_ earned in premiums $271,298,369, showing a net 


loss of $12,615,285. Of the whole nsumber only 
seven companies show a profit. 

The value of this analysis as an indication of 
insurance profits is increased when we under- 
stand that these thirty-eight companies are ail yei 
alive and engaged in active business, and that they 
are managed by officers of extended experience. 
These are succeesful in having avoided bank- 
ruptcy, and in keeping their capital unimpaired, 
though the latter has required im manv cases 
asseraments upon the stockholders, To the net 
loss of these thirty-eight companies now doing 
business must be added the losses paid by the 
sixty-eight companies which failed in the Chi- 


| cago fire, the thirty-two companies which failed 


in the Boston fire, those that failed in the Troy 
fire in 1862. andin Portland im 1866; and thus 
the aggregate net loas of the insurance business 
for the tweaty years may be estimated. But 
even these statistics do not tell the whole sfpry. 
There are insurance companies failing every 
week, without any serious conflagration, and the 
aggregate of capital wrecked and sunk ia these, 
of which there ia no official record, must add 
largely to the aggregate destruction of capital 
invested in insurance. 

From these facts it will readily be understood 
that insurance has not been a profitable business 
in the United States. Even for the period prior 
to 1854 the imsurance losses, swollen by the 
great fires of New York, Pittsburg, Albany, 
Brooklya, and St. Louis, swept away the profits 
of many years. As insurance is s mere trade, 
dependent like any other upon its profits, it is 
not unreasonable that those engaged in it should 
adopt such measures as will curtail the losses, 
which not only eut off all profit, but annually 
absorb a large proportion of the invested capital. 
When it is clearly shown that during twenty 
successive years the insurance business has been 
carried on at a heavy loss, is is but natural that 
the capital invested thereia should be with- 
drawn, if the losses cannot be lessened. Stock- 
holders will not eontinue ta pay annual 
contributions to make good impaired capital. 
Unless losses can be reduced, the business must 
be abandoned. During the years ef the War 
some of the eompanies made fortunate invest- 
ments in Government seeurities, which were ob- 
tained at low prices, have paid good interest, 
and have largely advanced in value. This good 
fortune was independent of the insurance busi- 
pees proper; nevertheless it has carried the 
companies safely through serious trials. Nor 
are the advertised exhibits of the large assets 
held by insurance companies always to be eon- 
sidered as the outgrowth of profit on insurance. 
These statements show that they are largely 
counterbalanced by liability for unearned pre- 
miums, and im many cases are the result of 
extra assessments upon stockholders te supply 
deficiencies, Noonecan justly eomplain that 
an insurance company refuses to do business 
except when that bu siness is profitable, er to 
take riaks where the circumstances are such as to 
threaten loss instead of profit. 


THE LADIES’ TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT. 

The fall campaign of the Chicago ladies agaiust 
intemperance was opened last Monday. When 
it ia considered what an enemy these fair advo- 
cates of total abstinence have to moet, thair 
mode of attack seems unequal to the emergency, 
though altogether praiseworthy and eommend- 
able io its motives. 

Arrayed on one side are millions of capital and 
an army of distillers, brewers, wholesale liquor- 
merchants, saloon-keepers, and drinkers. 
On the other side are a few women 
with mo eapital bus their tongues and their 
prayers. The odds are certainly against the 
latter. But when it is considered, again, that 
these women aim at nothing leas than the anai- 
hilation ef an appetite which, although not 
found in every individual man, is found in al! 
nations and among all large bodies of men, and 
has been found in all times, their efforts seem 
like a waste of energy. To go to the root of the 
evil of intemperance, it is necessary to do one 
of two things,—either te eradicate the crav- 
ing for drink, of se strengtben the will 
of the drinker that he will resist the 


demands ef his appetite. By a weakening or 


annibilation of appetite, or by strengthening the 
will, and not otherwise, ean these good ladies 
hope to succeed in the particular reform they 
have undertaken. The measures adopted by 
them will not produce either of these effect. 
Mass meotings are not calculated to affect either 
the stomach or the will, especially as those who 
will participate in temperance mass meetings are 
not those who stand most in need of reformation. 
Offering prayer every day from 1 to 2 o'clock 
for the cause of temperance wil! not avail much, 
jadging from past experiments, so long as the 
victims of intemperance themselves do not join 
im the prayers. The man who would save 
himself from the great evil must be his own 
savior. It cannot be done by proxy. Neverthe- 
less, these ladies individually may have much 
influence fer good. Mothers may bring up their 
children im such a way as to guard them against 
the seductive influences of drink. Sisters may 
have a certain power over their brothers. 
Maidens may refuse te accept the attentions 
of young men addicted to alcohelic stim- 
ulssts. Women in every sphere of life may 
adopt Joho Bright’s plan for euring intem- 
perance by maxing drinking unfeshioneble. By 
measures suck as these women will do more for 
the cause they bave se much at heart than they

devise some method of breaking up that thor- 
oughly nonsensical and vicious practice of 
** treating,” they will uproot the chief cause of 
intemperance in thiscountry. This is peculiarly 
an American habit. It leads to an enormous 
consumption of aleoholic drinks, which 
the drinkers themselves do not want, and which 
they would not take except in the way of polite- 
ness. Three or foar persons meet in saloon, or 
hotel, or billiard-room, or other convenient 
place, and ene of them invites the others to take 
adrink. It is held impolite to refuse. Having 
taken this drink, it becomes au fait, and in some 
sense necessary, for each of the others 
to etand treat, and it is ~ extremely 
impolite for anybody else to refuse. And thus 
it comes about thatin the end they have taken 
as many drinks apiece as there are persons in 
the ecompany,—and all in obedience to a most 
absurd and expensive and unhealthful system of 
etiquette. In European countries when two or 
more persons drink together, each pays for his 
own. The rule of etiquetce is precisely the op- 
posite of ours. There it is held to be due to 
every man's independence to pay for what he eats 
and drinks. To offer to pay bia score is an im- 
putation upon him, implying that he is too 
poverty-stricken or too mean-spirited to pay for 
bimself. It is akin toaninsult. The result is 
that nobody drinks more than he wants. Nobody 
offers bis stomach as a sacrifice to the barbarian 
tastes and practices of his neighbors. Let the 
ladies and all other advocates of temperance 
ge to work to change this diabolical 
practice of treating. Let them put it under the 
ban. Let them show it up as a monstrous and 
eratuitous evil, having not even the poor excuse 
of an anvetite for drink. If they can succeed 
in introducing the opposite practice—the prac- 
tice which obtains in European countries—they 
will have demolished the mainspring of intera- 
perance among us, and dissipated more than 
one-half of its evils at one blow. 


THE CLOSE OF THE OPERA SEASON. 

Chicago once more sustains its old reputation 
of being one of the most generous and munifi- 
cent patrons of opera in the United States. The 
English Opera-Troupe, whose season has just 
closed, gave twenty performances, the groas re- 
ceipts of which were $36,177, or an average of over 
$1,800 per night. The details are given else- 
where. “ Mignon” heads the list, with “ Mar- 
tha” a close second, and ‘‘ Maritana” is distanced, 
The result bas exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations of the management. It is all the 
more remarkable from the fact that this finan- 
cial succees has been obtained notwithstanding 
some very serious drawbacks. In the first place, 
it was the commencement of a season, and the 
commencement ef a season is never anything 
more than a full-dress rehearsal for the re- 
mainder of it. Chicago was taking the re- 
hearsals for Boston, Philadelphia, and New 
York, those cities usually being doomed 
to take the rehearsals for Chicago. The 
rehearsal character of the performances was 
manifest in the roughness of the eborus work: 
the erudeness, allied te considerable intrinsic 
stupidity, of the orchestral work ; the shakiness 
of the princip js at times ; and the unevenness 
with which opwas were done,—the “‘ Bohemian 
Girl,” for instance, narrowly escaping being a 
fiasco, and ‘‘ Don Giovaon:” narrowly escaping 
being the fine: t success ever made here. Second, 
there was great disappointment in two names, 
the announcement of which had raised the most 
pleasurable anticipations— Mesers. Campbell! and 
Castie, The former has been incapacitated from 
appearing at all by severe and dangerous illness, 
and Mr. Castle, for eeme mysterious reason, has 
been but the shadow of his former self. Third, 
for sufficient reasons, radical changes have had 
to be made in the repertoires as announced, 
which kas weakened the popularity of per- 
formances and substituted weak operas 
for strong ones. That the troupe should have 
succeeded in doing such a heavy business, which 
almost comes up to the memorable Lucca sea- 
son, in the face of such obstacles as these, is 
something unparalleled in the local annals of 
operatic history. The facts which eontributed 
to make the sucoess are, first, the long dearth of 
musie; second, the popularity of Miss Kel- 
logg, im whom, as an American prima- 
donna, people take a special pride; and 
the popular confidence in Mr. Hess as 
@® manager, allied, of eourse, to the general 
fact that Chicago is the sheet-anchor of operatic 
managers, whether English, Italian, or German. 
It is well known in operatic circles that Stra- 
kosch has been losing money all this sea- 
son in New York, and losing it so fast 
that it is doubtful whether even Chicago 
can make good those losses, when he 
comes here next January ; and, while Strakosch, 
with all the influence, prestige, and fashion of 
Italian opera, has thus been losing in New York, 
English opera, without these aids, and with but 
a single novelty im ite repertoire, has been 
making a handsome profit in Chicago, doing so 
well in fact that it could close the house one 
night for an extra rehearsal, and give the profits 
of another night toa local charity. In view of 
such facts as these, it is no wonder that Stra- 
kosch is anxiously awaiting the time te “go 
West,” where he can have his work appreciated 
and remunerated, and where people are bound 
te be entertained regardiess of expense. 


THE AVERAGE CHRISTIAN. 

The placid temper preserved by the average 
Christian in the midst ef broils in which his 
Church is plunged is not peculiar to the Pres- 
byterian, the Episcopalian, or the Catholic. 
Whether it be the Swing controversy, the Sey- 
mour controversy, or the Dollinger controversy, 
&@ more serene and contented existence than his 
could hardly be found or imagined. He has no 
part or lot in any of the controversies that shake 
the walls of Zion, er any of the brawis that dis- 
turb the disciples, whether they meet in a smal! 
upper room or a large lower basement. None of 
these things move him. He goes forth to his 
labor until the evening, and back to his bed and 
board until the murning, anconsecions that any- 
thing worse is happening to the Church than that 
afew emaciated theologians are turning their 
spectacles upon one another, with their usual! 
near-sighted acridity. He says is is no funeral 
of his, let who will be excommunicated, dis- 
fellowshiped, or unfrocked. His social eom- 
panionships are not governed by his seo- 
tarian surroundings. He would not think of 
refusing to exchange salutations with a Socinian, 
er dinners with a Monophysite. Nothing could 
be farther from bis thoughts than to order a 
fellow-Christian out ef his office on theological 
grounds. He might for infringing a patent, but 
mot for failing to preach Baptismal Regenera- 
tiom. Ile disposss of his articles of merchandise 
without reference to hia articles of faith. Nor 
are his religious, any more than his commercial 
er domeatie hours, disturbed by the anathemas 
of tne Pope. He reads his Bible and anys his 
prayers ot ihe family-altes, totally obiivicas of 
ths ctrite of tongues of tes balr-colines. Me is 


strikers and brawlers of the household of faith 


with apprehension for that household, if he were | 


capable of the adequate mental exertion. His ina- 
bility to realize the peril comes of bis incapacity 
to comprebend the cause of it. 

In fact, the average Christian may be said to 
be in astate of chronic torpor. And this tor- 
pidity acts both beneticially and perviciously 
upon the Church. His apathy toward both the 
dogmas and the opposition to dogmas has the 
effect, curiously enough, of aiding both. He 
regards schisms, for the most part, as mere 
criticisms, turning upon phraseology in liturgy, 
or confession, which is just as susceptible of 
the right as the wrong interpretation. And, 
generally, there are as many of such ills to fly to 
in going out as there are to endure by staying in 
the sect. Besides, secession puts you in a more 
trying attitude than acquiescence, since a parade 
of superior light draws criticism and increases 
responsibility. The public is exacting when the 
individual is pretentious. Then, to secede is 
to become positive, to remain is to be passive, 
and passivity is indispensable to the average 
Christian. This is how it comes that he is 
the strongest, although unconscious, ally of all 
the dogmatists and controversialistsa, and per- 
secutors and prosecutors. These thrive less on 
the positive attitude of their adherents than on 
the torpidity of all the reat, who comprise the 
great majority. 

If the average Christian is accused of sub- 
scribing to a pyramid of dogmas which no intel- 
lect can scale, he will pooh-pooh your pyramid 
with the remark that you and he had better 
leave those things to be understood by the 
‘‘chair” endowed for that purpose. To the 
question whether a man should remain in a sect 
whose theological bill of fare he cannot digest, 
or even swallow, he replies, either that he was 
never asked to assent to it, or that his assent 
was given when he was too young to know what 
he was about, and nobody expected him to know 
what he was about. The dogmatical portion of

the sermon does not even go into one ear and | 


out the other; it does not go into the ear at all. 


If be ist a Catholic he does not lose a night's | 


sleep or a meas because the Jesuits carried the 
dogma of Papal ipfallibility. He reads of the 
event in his newspaper over his rolie and coffee 
with all the indifference with which he reads in 
the same paper of the dispute over who was the 
author of Shakspeare’s plays. He cares ne 
more about the promuigation of dogmas at 
Rome than he does about the renunciation of 
them at Munich. Antonelli has no more to do 


with his peace of mind than Dollinger, and the | 


Ultramontane opinious of one are as immaterial 
to him as the Old Catholie notions of the other. 
If he is a Protestant he is equally unaffected by 
the latitudinarians, the altitudinariana, and the 
platitudinarians. 

Thus we see what a powerful conservative 
combination the average Cpristians make in the 
great denominations. They restrain rash 
schismatics, and encourage by their apathy 
the mischievous heresy-hunters. If the 
average Christians should come oeut of 
their dormitories and take an active 
interest in the affairs of the Church, prosecn- 
tors as well as persecntors would come to an end. 
The history of the Church would be very differ- 
ent from what it is but for the torpor of the 
average Christian. He had no hand in the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew, but neither did he 
lift a band to prevent it. He has probably had 
very little te do with the persecution of Protest- 
ante by Catholics, or Catholics by Protestants, 
of Puritans by Episcopalians, or of Quakers by 
Puritans, but, by raising ne voice against it, he 
shares in the responsibility for it. And to this 
day he continues tolook with a mixture of stolidity 
and dumb wonder upon all the Marys and Eliza- 
beths, the Jameses and Georges, the Cromwells 
and Calvins, and cares very little whether the 
Church of England refuses burial to unbaptized 
babes, or the Presbyterian Charch epens the 
gates of Heaven only to elect infants. 


Admiral Polo’s denial of the New York Free- 
man Journals Porte Rice story is not accepted 
by the person who started it in this coyntry, viz.: 
James A. McMaster, and he still vonches for its 
truth. McMaster is still as mysterious as ever 
concerning the sources of his information, but 
hopes, he writes to the New York Herald, that 
between now and Christmas matters may be so 
arranged that he can show through whom his in- 
formation was received.

Signor Rosa bas done more to explain 
away the difficulties raised by the appearance of 
the building than any other explorer, and made

THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST KHIVA. 


CAMPAIGNING ON THE OXUS, AND THE FALL 
OF KHIVA. By J. A. MacGanan, Correspondent af 
the New York Hera. With Map and Numerous 
luustrations, 8vo,, pp. 438. New York: Harper & 
Brothers. 

Khiva is a Khanate or Principality of Turkes- 
tan, in Central Asia. It lies between the Sea of 
Aral and the Ruseian territory on the north, the 
Kahbnates of Kbakan and Bokhara on the east, 
Persia on the south, and the Caspian Sea on the 
west ; and covers an area of about 195,000 square 
miles. A large portion of the territory is a bar- 
ren waste of sand; but Khiva, the capital- 
city, is situated in a great oasia that ex- 
tends 200 miles along the Amu-Daria or 
Oxus River, and stretches back a distance 
that is variously estimated at from 2,000 to 4,000 
miles. The pupulation. consisting of Uzbogs, 
a Turkish race, aod Turcomans, is estimated at 
500,000. Exclusive of these races are the Kir- 


| ghiz, a nomadic people inhabiting the Desert of 


Kyzilkum, and nominally subject to Khiva, The 
Uzbegs, who are the dominant, although not the 
most numerous, race in Khiva, subsist by agri- 
culture, which, by sxillful tillage and by irriga- 
tion, they have broughttos high state of per- 
fection. They cultivate the fruits common to 
the Tropics, the cereals, rice, potatoes, cotton, 
flax, and madder, aod mauvufaciure woolen, cot- 
ton, and silk goods for use and export.

Khavate. Czar Peter, conscious of the ad- 


vantage which this overture gave, accepted the | 


submission of Khiva, but was too busy wiih 
manifold European projects to attempt to estab- 
lish his power at that time in Central Asia. In 
1717, lured by the prospect of finding gold in 
the sands of the Oxus, he disnatched an expedi- 
tion to Khiva, to make good the claim he based 
on the submission of Shah-Niaz. The Russian 
force of 4,000 troops, under Gen. Beckovitch, 
tiaversed the 900 miles of waterless des- 
ert lying between the Russian frontier and 
Khiva, in the hottest season of the year, endur- 
ing indescribable sufferings, and losing one- 
fourth of their number from the heat aod the 
hardships encountered. But another Khan had 
succeeded to the throne of Shah-Niaz, and the 
new potentate had no idea of yielding the sub- 
mission which his predecessor had promised. 
By fair words be beguiled the Russian troops 
into his dominions, and then eame down upon 
them with his hordes and cut them to pieces. 
Only forty men, after having been a long time 
imprisoned, escaped back to Russia to relate the 
fatal disasier that befel the expedition. 

For 120 years after this event, the warfare be- 
tween the Cossacks and Khivans continued,—the 
Cossacks proving generally the chief sufferers. 
Caravans on their way to trade in Central Asia 
were liable to constant attack, and thousands 
of Cossacks and Russian subjects were captured 
by the Khivans and sold intoslavery. Exasperat- 
ed beyond endurance by these repeated outrages, 
the Emperor Nicholas organized an expedition 
against Khiva, which was placed under the com- 
maod of Gen. Perovski. After a year’s prepara- 
tion an army ef 5,000 men, with 10,000 eamels, 
set out from Orenburg, Dec. 1, 1839. Az the 
summer-heat had proved se destructive to the 
former expedition, it was determined that this 
should brave the perils of a passage of the des- 
ert in midwinter. The season turned out to be 
exceptionally severe, and, by the time the troops 
had accomplished half the distance to Khiva, 
the camels were dying at the rate of 100 per day, 
and the effective force of men was reduced to 
about 2,000. Im this condition of things, the 
Russian General deemed it wise to turm about, 
and get his army back te Russia as quickiy as 
possible. 

In 1865 Russia succeeded im establishing 
a vrovince im Turkestan, bordering on 
Khiva; aod now, with something like s 
secure base upon whick te send eut men 
and supplies, the Government resolved to pna- 
ish the Khan of Khiva for his lawless aggres- 
sions, and bring him te decent terms. Toward 
the last of December, 1872, Czar Alexander dis- 
patched four expeditions, by as many diferent 
routes, against the small, but placky and def- 
ant, Principality of Khiva. One started from 
the Caucasus, under Geo. Markosoff; another 
from Orenburg, under Gen. Verevkin; a third 
from Kinderly Bay, under Col. Lomakin; anda 
fourth from Tashkert, in the Russiaa Province 
in Turkestan, under Gen, Kaufman. The ex- 
pedition under Gen. Markosoff snccumbed 
to the tremendous difficulties encompassing 
the route chosen, ani was compelled to 
retreat. The ether three detachments, after 
encountering incredible distresses and losses 
from heat, thirst, hunger, fatigue, and privations 
of every sort, rode up under the walls of Khiva, 
from three different directions, within a day and 
a half of each other.

Hap- 
ply, Washington Irving and Fennimore Cooper 
were eldest sous, and so heirs to whatever of 
American literary name and fame was worth in- 
bonting. They had no rivals and few imitators. 
They entered into peaceable possession when the 
world was leas troubled with angels than it is 
pow,—the angels that are incessantly saying, 
“ Write |” 

Born fifty years later, they would hare been 
gnachroniems, and micbt about as well have not 
been born at all. Ihe world grows more diffi- 
cult to be caught every day of its life, but there 
js a chance for the man who is born too soon. 
The quick world may overtake him and honor 
him with a monument, though it bas quite for- 
gotten where be was buried. That coroners can 
hold an inquest upon departed merit without 
baving any body to sit upon, is & blessed thing 
for printers and marble-workers, and every- 
thing but the departed merit! Few are they 
who, like Prof. Moise, witness the unveiling of 
their own statues. 

@@ In this, Cooper and Irving were alike: both 
loved England filially, faibfully. The one 
bestowed upon her hia benedictions; the other 
was as much an Islander as he could be in the 
heart of a coptivent. Both were insular in their 
tastes. They would have been content with an 
asteroid, if they could have taken the choicest of 
the great lumbering earth with them ; if they

The last trace of the old Cooper mansion is 
obliterated. Fire began it. Innovation com- 
pleted it. Nothing remains but to sow it 
with salt. The classic grounds have been 
virtually elashed with a public street, 
as a sabre-stroke seams and disigures a noble 
face, and bouses stand about, and look foolishly 
et each other, asif they were ashamed of it. 
Even some of the old ancestral trees, they say, 
have been deemed cumberers of the ground, 
and have gove up sooly kitchen-chimveys 
in emoke. Nothing of all this is half 
60 wonderful as where the willing 
hands were folded, that the spot was not rescued 
from oblivion ; amd where the taste had vanished 
that wo ‘Made a Leatherstocking Park, 
and th it witb the ereationsa of Cooper's 
genius ; embodied his characters in marble and 
bronze, civilized, savage, and sailor, the red, 
white, and blue of his stories, and deeded it all 
to the people forever. 

Then we crossed a picturesque ravine, and 
wound along the base of the wooded hills, Ot- 
sego’s classic water at the left, turned golden wine 
in the descending river; and, terrace above ter- 
race, the city of the silent at the right. The 
very water where the canoes of the wilderness 
glided with an arrow's silence. The 
very city where, among the _ sighing 
pines, and the flickering shadows blown 
about upon the ground and spotred with fallen 
leaves by October winds, Cooper’s monument 
stands forth. Itis an eloquent piece of work.

Glanciug again at the list of ar- 
ticles, we find three handkerchiefs, valued at 
£15 15a, which, being brought down to present 
values, would make them worth about $390. The 
most expensive of these would not have com- 
pared unfavorably in point of extravagance with 
the fine point-lace of the present dav. In fact, 
the recent bridal present sent to this city by A. 
T. Stewart, and distinguished as a point- 
lace)3=6o.s handkerchief from Europe, was 
of precisely the same worth, allowing for 
the before-mentioned difference in the value 
of the cireulating medium, as the Flanders lace 
baudkerchief—exacily the same thing, by the 
way—whbich was a‘vecessity to the lady of fash- 
ion in 1719. We find. further, that the lace 
garviture of Frerch point, or Flanders lace— 
comprising head-dress, tucker, and ruffles, and 
answering to the modern barbe, ruff, and ruffles 
—cost, at that time, £80, equivalent to a modern 
lace set woith $2,000,— 
QUITE AS ELEGANT 

as any one would dare dream of. We find but 
one pair of silk hose mentioned, worth $25, while 
now the elegante buys them by the dozen, —a pair 
to match each dress,—for $100 the dozen. (The 
printer will please not make that $1.) 

We find the bats cosi over $100, which does 
not seem very high; but there were a'so two 
hoods which brought this portion of the dress 
up to @180 more: therefore, $280 was necessarily 
expended for tbese articles. We doubt if any 
modern belie would ask for more expensive 
bead-coverings. There was not a multiplicity of 
neckties; but our fashionable ancestress’ sing e 
embroidered bosom-knot cost about $56. Quite 
a comfortable show of ribbous might be bought 
forthatsum. The French girdle correep nded 
fairlv with our modern belt, and may be valued 
at €20. ‘ThelItalian fan may be considered as 
worth $125,—more expensive than anything at 
present for sale in this city.—the costliest 
aiticle in point-lace, white satin, and pearl 
sticks, not exceeding $75. Ihe ornamenis for 
the bair only, designated as French or Italian 
flowers, were worth @50; for which sum, at 
presept, an entire parure might be bought, in- 
cluding dress-trimmings. 

The walkiog or reception dress seems to have 
come under the title of mantua and petticoat of 
French brocade, and was worth $1,950,—quite 
equal to a balf-dozen modern dresses of the 
most elegant description. But this was not the 
onlv dress that demands attention. There was 
evidently the grand toi'etie for Siate occasions, 
known as the Parisian dress of green veivet, a la 
Suifane. This dress cost the wearer 

AT THE RATE OF $3,140, 

or, at that time, 4123 158. Wortn would fur- 
nish Miss McFlimsey with several dresses for 
that amount. Three dresses fcr masquerade, 
two from Venice, may be estimated at $90u. 
Fancy pockets were evidently as much in vogue 
then as aumonieres were last season, and one of 
these was aleo deemed an essential. It was 
worth about $25. it is evident our ladv did oot 
stint herself in regard to these litt!e matters, or, 
indeed, any other ariicle of dress, Her furs, 
muff, sable tippet and iining, cost $725. Mod- 
ero seal-skin does not exceed that in its most 
elegant shape and finest quality, even when 
trimmed with otter banda, or, it might even be, 
sable or Diye-fox fur. 

Madame also bad ber French necklace, worth 
$50, which, if not equaling modern jewelry, is 
scarcely to be reckoned among her jewcels. Of 
her underwear there seems to be littie mention. 
A hoop-skirt, worth nearly $70, would be consid- 
ered something of an extravagance, even if it 
suould be covered with tabinet. There was also 
the Marseilles quilted skirt, worth nearly $100, 
aud the Frenc!: or Italian quilted skirt, valued 
at $250, while her garters were worth €20. This 
serves as proof that

The Cause of Woman's Murderous 
Siyle of Dress. 
To the Editor of The Chicaoo Tribune: 

Sir: Fashious, and other “afflictions, come 
not out of the ground,” but have their origin 
either above or below it. We may fail to reach 
the great first causg, but know enough to con- 
clude that men are quite as responsible as wom- 
en for whatever is good or evilin them. Wom- 
én's souls have so long been in the keeping of 
male priesta, their bodies in the hands of male 
physicians, thatthe memory of the race “‘ run- 
neth not back to the contrary.” Now, if the clay 
may not say to the potter, ** Why hast thou made 
me thus ?” it ill-becomes the potter to gay to the 
clay, ** Why art thou thus made?” In the days 
of England’s Spenser, Sbhakspeare, Thompson, 
JoLnson, Addison, and Bacon, public sentiment 
was molded by men ; and, by it, a woman with- 
out stays was consideredadowdy. I think it was 
Thompson who, in addition to his * Seasons,” 
gave the world a standard by which all woman- 
kind was to be measured, and in his list of signs 
of a slattern occurs these important and immor- 
tal limes : 

When Betty waits without her stays, _ 
She copies but her mistress’ ways ! 

This was a sleuth-hound sent into the privacy of 
every woman's chamber to scent out her habits, 
whep the eye of her critic and judge could not 
detect her lapses from that stern, weatherboarded 
virtue of figure demanded by her potter. 
Mistress might be as solid as a block of wood in 
the drawing-room, a very pattern of propriety, 
and yet, in the careless abandon of her own 
room, fail into the homeliness of loose wrappers, 
and Low was any one to be the wiser? It wasa 
knotty question, but the ingenuity of the poet 
was equal to its solution. “ Just watch ber ser- 
vants,” says this fashion-dictator, “* and if you 
find one of them at work without her woalebone- 
armor, take it for granted that her mistress is 
Often stayless, and stamp the delinquent a 
dowdy.” 

Under the public sentiment created by this 
whalebone virtue of the old English classes, 
I was brought up; and, forty-five years 
ago, when I[ had just entered my teens 
with @ curved spine, from sitting on the back- 
less school-benches of that day, and consump- 
tlou was immivent, the doctors ordered corsets, 
with a board im front, made from a pine shingle, 
to make sure it wou!ld not bend, and two stout 
oOak-stripe up the back. These were to be laced 
on, ** nol tight,” but loosely; and I wore them 
uotila very few years ago, when { invented a 
substitute. Such corsets were worn, with the 
general approval of physicians, until about 
thirty years ago, when it was found that the de- 
mand for waists touat aman could span with his 
hands bad induced so many women to double the 
ribs, break them loose fiom the sternum, and 
crush this in on the lungs, that the doctors cried, 
“Hold! Enough! Take off those corsets:” 
and the women took them off. But no one

not the women who wore them; not the mer- 


—I alwavs wondered that 

Godey’s Lady's Book did not at once engage him 
as a reguiar contributor,—and, in theese articles, 
taught, distinctly, specifically, and earnestly, 
that the only proper point, ia the female figure, 
on which to support clothing, is the bips, just as 
the shoulders are in the male, because women do 
not breathe below the diaphragm, and men do? 
Ye gods and William Draper! Howl did stare, 
and read and reread these fateful articles, in 
which I saw the death-warrant of thousands. 

He elaborated and illustrated his opimion by 
specifying that a weight on the pretty shoulders 
of women would drag them down, and crush the 
lungs placed under their protection. He did not 
explaiu what kind of binge a» woman's sboulder- 
bones are bung upon which permits this danger- 
ous descent, or in what particular the bones in a 
man’s shoulders differs from those in a woman's ; 
but he urged the propriety and healthfulness of 
yressure around a woman’s body by quoting the 
belt, ot girdle, worn by gladiators; the Scripture 
phrase, ** Gird up your lions |” as preparatory to 
bard work; the custom of athletes and black- 
amiths in drawing a band tightly around 
the body, below the riba, when about to make 
unusual exertion. He urged the retention of 
the present etyle, on the ground that it corre- 
sponded with the costume of women io ancient 
Greece, where, he assumed, the clothing was al! 
supported on the hips by a girdle, on which be 
held the corset to bea vast improvement: In 
short, thie great physical scientist wrote out a 
most elaborate certificate of mascuiine ignorance 
in what most concerns the physical well-being of 
women,—a certificate as full, explicit, and con- 
clusive as that since given by Dr. Clarke in his 
‘‘Sex on Education ;” as fall of pbysical ignor- 
ance as Goldwin Smith’s *“* Female Suffrage” is 
of mental aod moral darkness. 

Now, surely women are not solely to blame for 
their crippled forms. It is, as you say, their 
nature and duty to look as well as possible. 
Tuer standard of beauty must be that of the 
man it is their duty and pieasure to piease ; and, 
it this is false, they must,as at present, be at 
fault in their efforts. It is their mature and 
duty to learn of those whom they regard as their 
heaven- appointed teachers; and, if these teach 
them to distort their bodies and cramp their 
souls, where shall we look for aid ? This fashion, 
fickle as it is, is amenable to law.—the law of 
public taste; and, if we can elevate and correct 
this, we will surely couirol the absurd vagaries 
of the reigning divinity.

Theoretically, time is the same thing to men 
and women: fractionally, it is entirely different. 
The higher value of time to men is a tacitly- 
recognized fact, as shown in the evory-day 
phrases, ‘If you hire a man, you must pay him 
& man’s wages ;” *‘A womao would do the work 
cheaper.” Now, why will a woman work cheaper 
than a man? Every good housewife knows 
that the itinerant wood-sawyer, with his eaw- 
buck on his shoulder, will stride away, and leave 
her wood unteuched, and take his chances of 
another job, rather than work for lower wages 
thao his brethren of the saw. So with the coal- 
heaver, the ash-mao; and even the obscure rep- 
resentative of the stronger sex who lurks at the 
alley-gate with his garbage-cart will not abate 
one cent of his demanded pittance. On tne con- 
trary, women seem to have no seitled price for 
their labor, but work for what they can get. 
Now, the popular explanation of this state of 
things is, that women crowd certain professions 
and reduce its wages. Butdo not meno crowd 
inte certain professions? Look at the doctors 
aud lawyers who graduate every year, and the 
army of saloon-keepers; and yet dying gets no 
cheaper, end lawyers’ feos never abate, and a 
driak sa drink for a’ that. Now, in considering 
thia probierm of the disparity of wages between 
mep and wonien, which is simply the question of 
the vaiue of (ime to each, no oue seems to take 
into account che demoralizing force of 

AMATWUR WORKWOMEN. 

No one would believe in their numerical 
strength, uniess he had given the subject more 
than a casual examination. A man, let his oc 
cupation be what it witl, most pay for the work 
of other men. Noman makes his own hat, and 
shirt, acd boots, and cravais. Yet there is mavy 
and many &@ woman in nioderate circumstances 
whose clo.bes, with the exception of her shoes, 
and stockings, and gloves, are made entiroly 
by her own hands. She‘ will proudly 
display to you some bewildering combination 
of feathers. velvet, and flowers,—said combina- 
tioa being kuo +n as ‘‘a hat,”"—and while ciaim- 
ing your bea:tily-gizen wdwiration, she wili add, 
proudly, “It ouly cost me so much,”—naming 
some inadaquate sum,—"* because I bought the 
materials, and made itmyasolf. Of course J don't 
count my time as worth anything.” Now, 
my observation shows tlaat an industrious 
woman whose time is worth nothing 
is depreciaiing the time of al! 
working women. It seems avery smal) matter 
that a young lady, married or siogie, should 
choose to fuss over her own wardrobe. and ve 
better dressed on $300 or $4.00 a year tuan a 
professioual woman can be on twice that sum. 
Moreover, it would appear to be the business of 
nobody but the lady berself. But, when tbe ama- 
teur dieasmak r, and milliner, aad plain seam- 
stress, combin d in one person, bee mes the rep- 
resentative of aclass numbering hundreds, the 
effect of their low-priced work is seen in the 
futile efor.a of the professional needie-women 
to get work enough to enabie them to live. 
The result is, thev underbid each other and 
starve. It 13 not @ sur able case by 
the wildest stretch of imagination, but, if the 
clerks, and bookkeepers, aud salesmen, should 
all go bome and spend their eveuings construct- 
ing their coats, and pants, acd hats, and sliurts, 
I doubt not we should soon bave barrowing ac- 
counts of the distress prevailing among the tail- 
ors and liatters, and the papers would inform us 
that thousands of the bow-legged fraterni'y were 
siarvimg at the paint of the shears, and cutting 
out pauts ata tew centsa pair. Ido not know 
that any oue Las any ried to protest against the 
fominine economy of home-miiline’y and dress- 
making, aod certainiy no protests would 
avail anything; aod yet I know oo more 
powerful aryument for the business-education 
of women than the fact that the absolute worth- 
lessness of some women's ime conduces to tue 

CHEAPENING OF FEMALE LABOR. 

Does some poverty-stricken invalid try to eke 
out @ miserable pittance by taking wax-flovers, 
or skeleton leaves, or etraw picture frames, o: 
any one of the thousand ornamental nicknacks 
whose manufacture calis for the expenditure of 
little money and much time. she finds that ber 
competitors are innumerabie healthy young 
women in velvet cloaks, ostrich plumes, and dia- 
mond rings. The voung women are not to 
blame. Tusy saw tast now style of tides or 
pead-work cushion, or whatever the ornament 
ves. in the etoie down-towa, and x strucs« 
beir fancy. ‘ihey wanted it. but they 
couldn't afford to pay the price demanded ; so 
they purchased the rejuisite materials, and went 
bome and made it. ‘he tidy or pin-cuslhion— 
whichever it was—absorbed dars and weska in 
its mavufacture; but then it dida’t cost mach, 
because—don't you see ?—thoair time aido’t 
count foranvthing. ‘they had nothing else to 
do. Now, there can be bo question that the 
time of a hundied or so healihy young women, 
who have been ‘‘sent away to school,” and 
taught painting in oil, and drawing in crayon, 
and gymnastics, and *‘ ihe Maideu’s Prayer” 
and ** Norma” on the piano, and have traversed 
a four years’ college-course, and can even ask 
you what time it is in French, and 
bid you good-morning in German, ought 
to be worth more than the time of one 
uneducated, crippled girl in a garret, who wishes 
to earn a meagre livelihood by the manufacture 
of cheap varior-ornaments. But it isn’t. And the 
more ehame for the parents who educated the 
young women. 

jut there is still a worse feature of this case. 
I have been informed tuat it is to uncommon 
occurrence for these women of leisure to go 
further than the making of ornaments for their 
own houses, and that they often take home 
work, and, having other means of sup- 
port, and doing their work at their leis- 
ure, they are able to underbid ail 
other applicants for work, and so turn their 
otuerwise protitiess time to account, and make 
it of some pecuniary value. In otber words, in 
order to earn a little pin-money, these wives and 
daughters of weil to-do men take the bread out 
of working women’s mouths. Oftentimes this is 
done witvout the knowledge of the husband, or 
brother, or father; and he little imagines that 
the dainty crocheting be sees in progress about 
him ia shopwork, and that his wife, or daughter, or 
sister, as the case may be, is Making money on 
the aly. 

The oid adage, 

TIME IS MONEY, 
is a masculine adage. Tbe husband, who is 
looking on with a serene sense of proprietorship 
in bie remarkabie wife, whiie she cisplays the 
trophies of her skill in jaunty home-made hats 
aod stylish home-made dresses, has a profound 
conviction that his wife is a wonderful econo- 
mist; but ail the same, down deep in his 
heart of hearts, is a secret belief that 
she might as well make her clothes.— 
for, if she wasn’t doing that, she wouldn't 
be doing anything. Which is probably true. If 
you suggested to him that his wife’s time was 
money, he would laugh at you. But it ought 
to be, and, what is more, it ought to be equal to 
more money than the time of a seamstress. 
Now, if a woman is fulfiiling the duties of a 
mother and housekeeper, her time is above 
price. A mother’s care and love cannot be 
bought; neither can the housewifely pride and 
scrupulous oversight which a woman gives to 
tue home of which she is the mistress, Yet 
often it is this very class of women 
who fecl that their time is running 
to naught. A little while spent in mending 
children’s clothes; alittle time in the cellar, 
sceing thatthe little sprouting potatoes were

The Pleasures of a Gypsy Life. 


Kerxe Frars, N. ¥., October, 1874. 

I will give you a sketch of aday on the hills, 
also one in the woods, together with aa ac- 
count of some little trips around here; and per- 
haps, if I have the power to portray with pos 
aud ink, you can ferm some idea of the trials, 
tribulations, pleasures, and adventures, incident 
to sketching in the country. 

FIRST, POR THE HILIS: 
We started off in good season, each carrying a 
launch in our pockets. Let me here observe, 
that, :f youever intend to learn the painter's 
trade, you should have plenty of pockets,—the 
larger the better. We climbed a raii-fence, over 
old trees, crunching the beautiful ferns which 
were bending with dew-drops, brushing the 
branches of cedars and spider-webds from our 
faces, and, after expending our last breath, con- 
claded to sit down and procure some more. At last 
the goal waa reached. The wind was dancing the 
Bostoo dip with the tall grasses, and evidently 
thought he could do the same with umbrellas ; 
for, when I attempted to raise mine, it whirled 
im @ maoner which shocked my ‘‘ Hard-Shell 
Baptist” nouons. I thought to instill a little 
common sense i nto it byapplying a granite rock ; 
bat oply succeeded in breaking the bandle, bruis- 
iug my fingers, demolishing my patience, and 
causing me to say, ‘*1 will,"—and 1 did. I tied 
it by a cord to my waist, laughed at the wind, 
and was content. 

Soon after this victory came lanch-time. We 
selecied a rock on which was a fissure,—a fine 
place in which to put our bottle of tea, and eata- 
vies. An umbrella of one of the ladies took this 
time to flv off, and, in trying wo cateh the same, 
she collapsed and fell imto the fissure, scatter- 
ing cake and chicken to the four winds. We 
saved the pieces, bowever, and, shutting our 
eyes to the dust that might be on them, pre- 
tended to enjoy everything. Painting until late, 
we returned, and, on the wav, picked up a 
sheep's skull as a specimen for some disciple of 
Darwin. 

xOW, FOR THE woons: 

We started for those haunts of the gnats and 
mosquitoes, with brave bearts todoand dare, 
aud selected a spot which wae five for a study of 
rocks and birehesa. There was nothing to dis- 
tarb our spirite, but little green worma which 
were spinning down upon us. Mosquitoes were 
there, of course. Az tirst we tried to kill them. 
That was when we were ignorant of the elastici- 
ty of these pymphs of the woods. We bave 
eince learned by bicter experience that these in- 
sects must be like Achilles, vulnerable only in 
the heel, and it takes too much time to catch them 
in this way. At noon our luacheou was brought 
us, apd we were ali bungry (I begin to think 
that this is constitutional). Our location was a 
peautiful place for a banquet, and apple-“ sarse,” 
gingerbread, with bread and milk, looked 
tempting. We began to feel poetical; 
our eyes were fixed on a distant squir- 
rel, and our thougats were more distant 
still,—when @ horuet made his appearance, asa 
tasting committee of one. All poetry vanished; 
everything was inconfasion. Spoons were in 
the butter, sugar on the ground, and spiders 
came to see what was the matter. The only way 
we could manage tbat bornet was invented by a 
New York laay. She ate her sauce up, put sugar 
in the dish, and let the bornet have his sweet 
will ; and, while he was eating qnietly, we kept 
our eves on him aud ae in suspense. 

Yosterday, 

SNOW HAD FALIEN 

on the mountain, and the weatier was tery cold, 
and wewere busy all the morning goiaog from 
window to window to see snow-effects. In 
the afternoon, we went ont about i half- 
a-mile (for we have to work hard 
to get sketches, and are not mere 
Adlers). Soon our finvera were like frozen 
chickens’ feet, and as clumsy. Tnénit rained, 
and the mud was thick beyoud comparison. A 
pleture of our appearance on our return would 
bave been highly ornemental to the last page of 
Liarper’s Weekiy. 

Ove stormy-looking morning we sallied out 
and walked to the Fiace; but no sooner had we 
got there thanthe rain came down the moun- 
tauns, walked across tae valley, and sent us home 
in pretty quick time. The next day the storm 
seemed tobe breaking away, and we tried to 
paint it; butit would not srav broke, and we, 
with breaking hearts, went tothe dinner-table. 
A good puwpkin-pie soon healed them, bowever ; 
after which we were willing to stay ia the house 
and enjoy a good fire. 

During the rainy weather, we saw something 
coming up the road. drawr by a forsaken-looking 
horge ; and the cry was raised, 

‘“*a PEDDLER! ” 

A rush to the windows ensued, He was a real 
Yansee, with red hairand face to match. It was 
whispered to us that he was rich and romantic ; 
had been * disappinted,” aod was not marned. 
He sold silks, ribbons, Imces, and real gold 
jewelry ; it must have been real gold, because I 
inquired for a pipepbeck pin, and he hadn't any. 
He is the most wonderful man in the country,— 
the Field, Leiter & Co. of the mountains. 

Perhaps you would prefer me to write a more 
sensible letter, descriptive of the country, &e. ; 
bat I do not feel seriously isclined to-day, 
though | have made dewperate attempts to be so. 
Perhaps it ia just as weil that I have not suc- 
eceded, asitisarainy day, and I might have 
the home-fever, 

The triale of lady-artists’ life in these hills 
are few, and the pleasures many. It is a wild, 
gypsy lite. Wecaa go without gloves, which is 
delightful ; can dresu our hair in the style, once 
a week or not, just #s we please; can wear as 
large shoes as we like; in fact, have our own 
way all the tims; and, what is best of all, there 
is hardly a young gewtleman to be seea for miles 
around. So, you sea, there is nothing to pre- 
vent our being happy and contented. Now, don’t 
you wish you were an old-maid artist ? 

Sundav,as I stood in a chair m order to get on our 
buckboard-carriage, the horses suddenly started, 
landing me caretully between the wheels. I was 
fortunately rescued without injury, and I got 
into that vehicle in @ burry. A pleasant drive

THE VILLAGE-CHURCH. 

It was in an unfinished state, but the enn 
shone in, and made everything pleasant.

charges and specifications 80 well establish 
the mistaken zeal of the accuser as these. It is 
scarcely necessary to defend the retention in 
the schools branches that find a place in the 
course of study of every city in the world that 
makes apy pretensions to affording adequate in- 
struction to ite youth. 

Nevertheless, every citizen of Chicago, and 
every member of the Board of Education, should 
know that these branches do not retard the 
progress of pupils either individually or coliect- 
ively. It wnearly thirty years ago since David 
Page, of New York, t© whom the present gepera- 
tion owes much of its superior knowledge, 
wrote: ‘“* Music is becoming an exercise in our 
best schools; and, wherever introduced and 
judiciously conducted, it has been attended with 
pleasing results. It promotes good reading and 
speaking, by diseipliving the ear to distingiush 
sounds ; and it also facilitates the cultivation of 
the finer feelings of our nature. It aids very 
much in the government of the school, as 
its exercise gives vent to that restlessness 
which otberwixe would find an escapement 
in boisterous nowe and whispering,—and thus it 
often proves a satety-valve, througu which a love 
of vociferation and activity may pass off ina 
more harmless and pleasing 
better or truer description 
actual effect of vocal music 
schools tian this can be given. There is no 
question that 1s influence on the pupils of the 
echools of this city has mace possible its proud 
record of the last two years on the question of 
corpora! puuiakment. Whboshall then extenuate 
the folly that would-grudge to. this mighty pro- 
moter of healthy discipline the twenty minutes 
per day that is givea to it in our schools? 

It is rather inte im the day to grumbie about 
the time spent tn drawing in the schools of great 
cities. ‘Tbe simplicity of ite elementary princi- 
pies rencers the acquirement of the art coiwpar- 
atively easy ; wlile its power to promote keeu- 
ness of perception, clearness of idea, and accuracy 
of expression ts universally acknowledged by all 
who know anything about the subject. Leaving 
out of view, thev, entirely its utilitarian im- 
portance in a community s0 largely devoted to 
mechanical atid industrial pursuits, is not the 
twenty-five miuutes per day, which is its maxi- 
mum allowavce in the scaouis of Chicago, well 
spent? ‘The charge that vaivable time is wasted 
in the schoo's ia the practice of gymnastics is 
utterly frivolous. No considerabie portion of 
time is spent in any scho.! upon this subject. 
Teachers act i this mater under the general in- 
stiuction that wbea along session, or peculiar 
atmospaerie conditions, make manifest a feeling 
of wearivees or las#itude, a general change of 
posit.ou and some simple physical exercises may 
be indulgedin. ‘The practices is not followed 
regulariy except in rooms filied with very young 
cluldren, wavse pliysioiogical and hygienic ne- 
cessitics require it. La point of fact, it 
ig @ momentary expedient resorted to for the 
purpose of rendering all of the balance of the 
session available for behool duties proper, The 
question of oral instruction in teaching does 
not cail for serious comment. Any one who has 
ever atiempted to teacu, or who has ever beev 
taught, knows that oral work is the Ife and soul 
of all .eacuing. The special wok im this de- 
partment in tue schools of Chicavo is inteaded 
as a recreatfon from tbe drudgery of lessonu- 
aud in no Casé consumes more than an 
ibe sub- 
jects to be cumsidered in each grade are named 
iu the course of instructiou as @ guide to teach- 
ers in reierence to the matior taught, and this 
iu wo way interferes with the manner of its 
presentation. 16 is a subject that bas uode:- 
goue fiequ-nt modificatiou, and that may prop- 
erivy be fu:tuer modilied witbout serious injury 
to the scuools.

Tbe pup. | bas no protection from the in- 
ter: uptions of companions, che thousand thought- 
lesa messages of inconsideraie parents, or the 
arbitrary demands of society. No opportunity is 
given to consult referevce books. Pupils 12 
years of age aud upwards are assumed to have 
maturity aud strength enough to prepare over 
night for three bouis’ constant recitation. ‘That 
section of the school doomed to atiend the after- 
noon ¥éssioa is also doomed to receive the min- 
istrations of teachers whose vitality has been ex- 
hausted on oi her pupils in the morning session. 
Who would have thought that a committee of 
the Board of Educatiou of the City of Chicago, 
at the dawn of the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century, would recommend such pedagogy as 
this 7 

Bat there is another feature of the case which 
inteliigent citizens shouldconsider. It is under- 
stood that even the Committee does not expect 
the school to be beveli:ed by the proposed 
change. There »s good reason to suppose that 
the real olject of the movement is to produce 
such a state of popular dissatisfaction with the 
school as will resultin the establishment of a 
high or intermedrate school 1m each division of 
the city. Now, if this course be neces«arv, the 
honest and manly way for the Board of Educa- 
tion to do is to labor hovestly and opealy for its 
accomplishinent. No pitiable sacrilice of pies- 
ent good should be mado in a contemptible po 
liticai expedient to secure popular dissatisfac- 
tion. If there are insilicient teachers in the 
High Schooi, who make its work imperfect aud 
unsatisfactory, the Board saould remove them ; 
but the people of Chicago havea right to 
demand tbat the High School shail not 
be ruined in order to gratify any clique 
in the Board in a desire to secure popular dis- 
satisfaction. It is not possibie in this age to 
abolish the High Schoo!. For the credit of the 
city—its reputation for culture—in consideration 
of the etimulus that the High School affords to 
efficiency in the lower schools, and in the dis- 
chaige of the patriotic and sacred duty of pro- 
moting tbe inteilectual progress of the soon-to-

One Flarry Bowers, writing from Camp Sup- 
ply, Indian Territory, to the Patriot of Burling- 
ion, Vt.. gives a somewhat different story of Col. 
Miles’ expedition from that transmitted through

fantry, leit Fer: Dodge on the llth of August. 
Near ibe north fork of Red liver the indians 
atiacked the cavalry and two companies of in- 
fautry, and would bave fought a band-to-band 
fignt bat forthe 12-pound Parrot gun, which 
showered sheils imto them when they would get 
into bunches. The Gatiiog gun proved to be of 
no use, as tue Indians did not gather inte Masses 
of sufficient size for the gun to, be effectual.

diecraceful. The infantry were marcbed hard, 
and not half fed, and compelied to keep up with 
the cavalry and artillery ou less than haif rations.

100 bead bad been lest, while shout 200 more 
were unfit for duty.

The total consideration of instruments filed for 
record again shows a large amount.

early morning the tone was very wexk. Mar- 


gins were called mght and left, with more free- 
dom than at any other time in several months 
past, and many s first-class house, who 
held for customers on rather thin mar- 
gins, preferred to settle up, not deeming 
it wise to take the chances of a further break. 
Some of these wore settled at fully oc under 
the market. Most of this flurry occurred before 
the receipt of definite advices from the East, so 
that the feeling was entirely local, though based 
on the presumed aspect of things elsewhere. 
The fact of a light demand from the East for 
grain beretofore, and the fear that that demand 
will be even less in the future, caused an anxiety 
to sell out, and gave the bears another chance, 
which they did not improve so heartily 
as might have been expected. The situation 
suggested that the earth was in shadow, instead 
of the moon, and all parties felt it safest to tread 
cautiously and slowly, except in the wiping out of 
old responsibilities, Comparatively few opera- 
tors wanted tv assume new ones till near the 
close of the session, when a better feeling was 
observed, as the wave of distrust passed over 
when it was found that there was no new fail- 
ures. One or twoomissions to hovor calls for 
margins were noted, but these were very sma!! 
oves. No operator of any standing showed 
signs of fatigue. 

In the dry-goods market the situation was es- 
sentially unchanged. Orders from interior mer- 
chants and from local retailers to a pretty large 
aggregate were received, and the firm feeling 
lately developed continues a feature of the war- 
ket. Groceries continue in steadily good re- 
quest, and both staple and fancy lines were held 
with quite as much firmoess as on the preceding 
days of the week. The general market presents 
a steady tone, coffee being the only article in 
which apy immediate decided change is looked 
for. That staple has iately advanced at 
the East, and an upward movement here 
seems imminent. Sugars romain quiet, but 
show decidedly more strength than a week ago. 
Sirups, molasses, rice, spices, etc., rule steady. 
The butter market was without special anima- 
tion, tbe inclination to restrict purchases tosuch 
amounts as were necessary to satisfy current 
wants being verv general. The absence of ac- 
tivity did not, however, appear to soften the 
views of holders, emd fully late prices were iu- 
sisted upon and Obtained. Cheese isin moder- 
ate stock and in continued good demand. 
Prices remaigq firm at the advance és- 
tablished early in the week. Dried 
fruits were without important change 
in values. There is still a lack of animation in 
domestic varieties, and quotations are, just at 
present, of little value. Foreign fruits a1e meet- 
lng with & very fairand steadily improving de- 
mand, and most lines are steadily held. Cur- 
rante are declining. Bagging is in smali demand. 
and ia easy in price. Coal, wood, jeather, and 
oils were pot subjected to any quotable change. 

The demand for lumber continues active, and 
the market firm, particularly for the common 
qualities, many kinds of which are wanted to 
supply the deficiency in yard stocks. Hardware, 
nails, and building materials were unchanged. 
Wool remains quiet. Hops were also rather 
quiet but firm. Seeds were very dull. The re- 
ceipts of potatoes were excessive and composed 
largely of unripe and poor stock, for which tiere 
was little demand even at reduced prices. Game 
and poultry met with a moderate inquiry. 

Highwines werein fair demand at the recent 
decline, and steady, though New York was again 
quoted lower, and corn was “ off.” A total of 
150 brls was reported sold at 87!¢c per gallon, at 
which price the market closed easy. 

Lake freights were dull and tirm at previons 
rates, the offerings being confined to large ves- 
sels, while the only demand was for smal) ones. 
Buffalo :ates were 4c on wheat, and 35,¢ on corn 
A total of 5 charters was reported, which will 
carry out 65,000 bu wheat, and 50,000 bu corn. 

Provisions were moderately active, with little 
change in prices. ‘The market sympathized 
slightly with the weakness in grain, but only re- 
ceded about 5e per bri on pork and 2'¢@d5c per 
100 Ibs on lard, Liverpool being steady on the 
latter. Meats were firm, though quiet. The 
market for product is at present chiefly spécu- 
lative, there being little done besides tne filling 
of contracts made earlier in the autumn, and a 
good many of those bave been closed up this 
week, now that it seems probable hogs have settled 
down to the point which will rule during the 
early part of the packing season, which com- 
mences in a week more. A good many hogs 
would have been cut during the past week but 
for the fact that the weather has been too warm 
to operate without ice; but there is a good deal 
of new product on hand, and not much demand 
for it, European buyers still boiding off.

STATEMENT OF PASSENGERS. 

Our reporter bad a conversation with Fred. W. 
Stevens, Riley Franklin, and John Mullane. 
passengers of the boat. They say that the 
steamer Cuba was several hundred yards ahead 
of the boat, and both were going at apparently 
the same speed. Two of the men heard Capt. 
Boardman, who was on the deck, say to Capt. 
Brown, of the Brooklyn, that the Cuba would 
keep ahead, and Capt. Brown replied: ** She 
will read the name of our boat on our stern be- 
fore we reach Detroit.” 

WHAT 18 SAID OF THE BROOKLYN. 

The Brovklyn is said to have been one of the 
fastest boats on the line of the Northern Trans- 
portation Company, and cou'd make, when put 
to her topmost speed, from 13 to 15 miles per 
hour, so that 10 miles is a rather low average. 
The boat carried a Government steam-gauze 
and valve, and consequently could not possibly 
get a higber pressure than 80 pounds of steam, 
and this amount she seldom carried. It is -not 
definitely known how much sbe carried at the 
time of the explosion. The Captain and the 
Agent of the line in this city state that the First 
Eugineer, Mr. Stoddard, is one of the most care- 
fulof engineers, as was also Mr. Hilliard, the 
Second Engineer, who was in charge of the en- 
giue at the time of the explosion, The theory 
of Mr. Rodier and the Captain as to the cause of 
the explosion is lowness of water in the boiler. 

AT THE WRECK. 

The Steward, not being injured, concluded to 
remain at the scene after being rescued from 
the pilot-house, in hopes of obtaining some of 
his personal effects, He remained in g yaw! for 
ashort time, and soon the hurricane de® floated 
to the surface of the water. He got on board 
of it, as did also some of the fishermen, and 
they floated down with it fora couple of mules, 
when it was broken up. He secured his trunk, 
containing some of his clothing. Boxes con- 
taining various kinds of merchandise were 
picked up bythe fishermen and taken to the 
shore, and portions of it floated ashore at Wyau- 
dotte, Trenton, and other places. The explo- 
s10n seems to have carried away the whole of 
the boat’s stern, and spread it apart in the cen- 
tre, and, shortly after sinking, the bow of the 
boat swung around, heading down stream, and, 
afier floating about three lengths of the boat, 
became statiovary. -Lights were placed on the 
wreck last evening. . 

THE MISSING, 

There is little if any doubt that the list of 
missing above given isacorrect one of those 
who met tieir deaths by the explosion. It is 
quite certain that the Second Engineer and the 
two firemen went down with the boat. The fate 
of most all the others is doubtful to a small de- 
gree, but it is generally believed that if they had 
been among the living they would have been 
picsed up in the vawls with the others who were 
found floating among the debris. It was ru- 
mored vesterday afternoon that a woman with a 
child was seen to swim towards the island, and 
that she reached it in safety, but as there was no 
one found on tbe island by those who went down 
last evening with the tug Oswego, the rumor is 
probably a tabrication. The body of a woman 
was seen tied to a stake at the island by those 
who went down on the sume tug, but they ie- 
fused to bring it back unti! it bad been viewed 
by a Coroner and an inquest held. 

THE PROPELLER BROOKLYN. 

The propeller Brooklyn was built at Cleveiand 
in 15866, and was therefore 8 years old. She was 
considered a first-class vessel, of good speed, 
andin one of her trivs has, it is stated, aver- 
aged between 10 and 12 miles per hour from port 
to port. She was valued at $45,000, and was in- 
sured for half that amount. She had on board 
a fulicargo of general merchandise, sixty tons 
of it being for tuis city, and the balance for Mil- 
waukee and Chicago. A tug and divers were 
sent down tothe wreck this morning to secure 
such of the freight as can be taken therefrom. 

THE LATEST. 

The tug S. 8S. Lyon, with a diver and diving 
apparatus on board praceeded to the scene of

Statement in Behalf of the Owners of 
the Boat. 
To the Editorof The Chicago Trivune: 

Sir: The misstatements contained in the ed- 
itorialcomments of Tuz Trisung of to-day in 
reference to the blowing-up of the Northern 
Transportation Company’s propeller Brooklyn, 
have attracted such general attention among 
steamboat-men, and more especially among the 
people connected with the line in this city, that 
a refutation of the same, and a few facts stated 
in connection therewith, seem demanded. 

In the first place, the Brooklyn was not an 
‘old boat,” with an “old engine,” but a new 
boat, with a new engine. The Brooklyn was 
built in Cleveland, O., in 1866, being eight years 
old at the time of the disaster ; and, at the com- 
mencement of the season’s business, was rated 
‘*A 1” (not **A 2”), according to the Inspector's 
certifieate of the Diatrict of Cuyahoga. Last fal 
and winter, while laying-up at Ogdensburg, she 
received a thorough overhauling, both machine- 
ry and boat proper. In respect to her seagoing 
qualities, she has never been considered other- 
wise than first-class. That fact has never been 
questioned. Her engine was a “ Cuyshoga,” 
built especially for the Brooklyn, in 1866, and 
placed in her as soon as the boat was 
ready to receive it. The Cuyshogs engines have 
the reputation of being the best marine engines 
made, and any of them will outlast any boat in 
existence orever built. In regard to the engine, 
I would most respectfully inquire what connec- 
tion an “old engine,” or even a new engine, 
would have with the blowing-up of a boiler. 
The Brooklyn’s boiler would stand a pressure 
of 125 pounds of steam, as the Boiler 
Inspector’s certificate aitests, but was pro- 
vided with a Government biow-off, or “ pop- 
valve” as they are termed by engineers, 
locked and sealed by a United States Inspector of 
Boilers at 72 pounds pressure. Au engineer 
could not possibly tamper with these valves. 
Moreover, if such a thing were possible, he 
would be laying himself liable to prosecutioa by 
the Government, both criminally and otherwise. 
Tne stacement contained im a morning paper, 
that she was carrying 100 pounds of steam, is 
absurd, as her valve was set at 72 pounds, and 
any amount of steam generated above that fig- 
ure would release itself through the ‘' pop.” 


This 100-ponnd statement is aiso made 
by the same party—a deck-hantd—who 
states that be saw the gauge indicate 


100 pounds as be was passing beiow witha 
shovel im his hand to assist the firemen heave 
coal. This is all ridiculous, as nota pound of 
coal is burnt by any of the boats of this line; 
nor ever has been,—the firing all being done by 


wood. 

Capt. Harvey Brown, Master of the Brooklyn, 
bas been in the employ of the Northern Trans- 
portation Company for the past twenty-two 
years, and a more trustworthy, careful, and effi- 
cient commander is unknown on the Lakes. The 
line hag received nearly $90,000 from passenger-

Women as Decorative Artists. 

I do not propose to argue the vexed question 
of political economy concerning the degree to 
which luxury is justified by its distribution of 
capital among laborers, but, it seems very 
ciear that there can be no reason to deplore the 
free or even lavish expenditures of the wealthy 
for objects which are not in themselves per- 
nicious. It has been one particularly gratifving 
incident of the passion for decoration in this 
country [England] that it has been the means of 
opening to women beautiful aud congenial em- 
ployments. 

Miss Jekyl, who was one of the first to take 
up this kind of work, attracted the attention of 
Mr. Leighton, Madame Bodichon, and other art- 
ists by her highly-artistic embroidery, and has 
since extended her work to repousse or orna- 
meutal brass-work—especially sconces—and 
many other things. She has, I hear, acquired 
not onlv distinction but wealth by her skill, 
some specimaens Of which are exhibited in the 
Interpational Exhibition at South Keasing- 


ton this year There also may 
seen the work of other ladies 
who have followed in her footsteps, 


some of the finest being by a Miss Leslie, a 
relative of the celebrated artist of that name. 
Indeed, there bas pow been established in 
Sloane street a school for embroidery, which has 
succeeded in teaching and giving employment 
to a number of gentlewomen who have been re- 
duced in circumstances. Miss Philott, whose 
paintings have often graced the walls of exhi- 
bitions, and have gained the interest of Mr. 
Ruskin, has of late been painting beautiful 
figures and flowers on plaques, which, when 
the colors are burned in by Minton, make orna- 
meuts that are eagerly sought for. A Miss Cole- 
man has also gained greai eminence for this kind 
of work. Miss Levin, the young daughter of a 
well-known artist, has displayed much skill in 
desiguing and painting pots, plates, etc., with 
Greek or Pompeiian figures. Many of these 
ladies havebegun by undertaking such work as 
this for personal friends, but nave pretty gen- 
erally found that the circle of those whw desire 
such things is very large, and that their art is 
held im increasing esteem among cultivated 
people. It is even probable that the old pian 
which our great-grandmothers had of Jearning 
embroidery will be revived in more important 
forms, and, with the painting of china, be 
taught as something more than the accomplish- 
ment it was once thought.—Moneure D. Con- 
way in Harper's Magazine for November.

THE NEW YORK PRESS. 


Gossip About Journalism in 
Gotham. 


The New Paper, the Republie—Who Its 
Backers Are~—The Editorial Staff. 


The Herald, Sun, Tribune, and 
Times. 


Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Oct. 19, 1874, 

Two weeks’ existence of a vew daily paper in 
this fast age and city ought, I presume, to en- 
able w correspondent to judge fairly and state 
critically what such an enterprise means and 
what are its prospects. In the arrangement and 
quality of general news 

THE REPUBLIC 
is quite fair ; in financial and business matter, it 
almost promises excellence; but its editorial 
page is so weak that the pungent sarcasms I 
beard upon it are almost deserved. It was 
spoken of by one as ‘the Botany-Bay of the 
Times,” and by another as “the pale chost 
of a spite,"—meaning the dislike felt to- 
wards Mr. Jennings. In any event, it 
may be safely asserted that the Republic will 
never lead or assail, however well it may defend 
and explain. About its backing there are mis- 
conceptions which are worth correction. The 
idea prevails quitewidely that the new enter- 
prise has, in effect, been established by the 
friends of Grant and the denizens of 
THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
This is an error. The latter, much as they dis- 
like the ‘* cock-me-hat-at-you ’ airs of Mr. Jen- 
nings, are by far too much afraid of the Times 
to go into open revolt. The project from 
which the Republic has blossomed undoubtedly 
grow out of personal dislike of the Times and 
its editorial management. But, when the ques- 
tion became practical, those who disliked most 
seemed to have risked the least. Again, too, the 
present Collector, Gen. Arthur, is not unfriendly 
to the Times. He is in close sympathy with 
Gov. Morgan, and hit aspirations for a re-elec- 
tion to the United States Senate gand so is Mr. 
Jones, the business manager of the Times. Mr. 
Naval Surveyor Cornell has grumbled a good 
deal; but then this has been a bad vear for 
Cornell, who has not been able to convince his 
party tbat the value he sets on himself is the 
market-rate. As for Laflin, the Naval Officer, he 
ia too shrewd and kindly (to himself at 
least) to msk anything. Tom Murphy, 
you «now, is pot Collector any longer, and is by 
no means disposed, with no return, to risk singe- 
ing his fingers and purse-strings agai, as he 
did in the case of the abortive Standard and 
John tKussell Young. The Custom-House, then, 
has done nothing; and, as for 
THE WHITE-HOUSE, 

if the project has had anything but the cold 
shoulder from that quarter, it would be marvel- 
ous. The President bas transferred to journal- 
ists and journalism, as a profession, the dislike 
he once felt to law and lawyers. As he has 
shown his ability to ovarcome the Jatier by hav- 
ing scarcely anybody but lawyers about him 
in or out of his Cabiuet (of course i 
except Hoss Shepherd and “cronies” of that 
class), I suppose, if we are cursed by a third 
term, that he will conquer this last os 
and make bis next Cabinet entirely of journal- 
ists. He might go furtherana fare worse. But it 
may safely be asserted that the White House has 
not promised the pew enterprise anv special ad- 
vantage. Its Washington correspondent will not 
be allowed to cool his heels in the ante-chamber 
of that dismal dwelling. He may obtain news, 
and valuable items, tuo, in a party sense, from 
such wary old managers as Postmaster Edmunds, 
of Washington, and his ilk, on the score of rep- 
resentiog a strictly party paper, and among Con- 

esemen he will be welcomed, but the Presi- 

eot and staff have no room io their calcula- 
tions,—least of a!l those who are on their own 
side. If the Republic is a thick-and-thin sup- 
porter of the Washington Boss, it may perbaps 
get a little more cordial treatment; but even 
then they would much rather have a purchasable 
critic for an ally than a sincere friend. It pays 
better to oppose and slander than to be leal aud 
faithful,—uaoless you choose to be subservient 
also. 

As to who are 

THE REAL BACKERS 
of the Republic, various stories are afloat. Sena- 
tor Jones, of Nevada, is said to be in 
for about 100,000. William E. Conelend, 
who is the financial editor, represents the Ne- 
vada Senator's interest or promise of an inter- 
est, I know not which. Mr. Norvell, the editor- 
in-chief, and two or three others of the staff, 
have some money in the concern without doubt ; 
but itis nota largesum. ‘There is good reason 
to believe that the largest amount of the capital 
embarked comes from the vaults of ceriaiu 
BANKING AND BROKERING FIRMS 
who are heavily involved in government opera- 
tions, and understand how politics can be made 
profitable in business directions. The epubiic 
is declared to be, by the knowing ones on Broad 
and Wall streets, the organ of the Seligman 
branch of the new Syndicate, and of such houses 
as Drexel, Morgan & Co., Fisk & Hatch, the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamsaip Company, and some other 
of the larger operators at the National Capitol 
and Treasury. We shall see what we shall see 
on that score. 
THE STAFF. 

Mr. Norvell may surprise every one in his di- 
rection ; but the general judgment of the pro- 
fession is, that-he has been, and still is, in all 
probability, an excellent and clear-headed writer 
of a money-article, but that he reaily knows little 
or nothing about the daily interior concerns of a 
great newspaper. He is also said to be too old 
for such an effort. Every one joins in declaring 
bim to be a gentleman of high and honorable 
personal character, of kindly disposition, and the 
fairest intentions. The managing editor, Mr. 
Williams, 18 without doubt a good administrative 
officer. He graduated as a  police-report- 
er: was a Tines war-correspondent, in 
which capacity a former wmaaaging editor 
suid he made more ‘“ beats” at less expense 
than any other man they employed. He has 
been exchange, news, city, and telegraph editor 
of the Times, and appears, physically at least, to 
have drive and energy enough in him to aimosé 
make the impossible possible. The trouble 
seems to be, that no one charges Mr. Williams 
with anything more than a journeyman’s know!- 
edge of good writing when he attempts it him- 
self, or hag the same submitted to him. But 
he knows news, and howto get it; and that, 
probably, is of the most consequence. There 
will be one prevailing bond of union in the pew 
office, and that is a thorough dislike of Jennnings, 
and a vigorous determination to beat the Times. 
With the rest of the staif there seems nothing 
more promising. Mr. Sedley is a smooth critic 
and good writer of flowing English. Mr. Shep- 
herd is a fair inditer of heavy poltical articles. 
Copeland is a shrewd, clever business writer, 


who can see through a financial mill-stone and | 


catch the sunbeam on the other side as quickly 
asany one else. Their Washington man, Wight, 
is one of the most active and trustworthy there; 
and, when Copeland is in the Capital, the twain 
ought to sweep the Kow. 

OTHER RUMORS. 

Before it started, an idea prevailed that Mr. 
Bennett would lend it some valuable aid in the 
use of the Herald’s news-collecting machinery, 
he being popularly supposed to dislike the 
Times, and to have, at the sametime, a desire to 
break up the Associated Press. Allthe aid the 
new enterprise has got so far is in the shape of 
some pleasant editorial irony in the way of 
reference. Ail the other papers have practically 
ignored its existence, except those supplied by 
the American Press Association. The Kepublic, 
bowever, shows very fair advertising patronage, 
and claims @ daily sale at present of 12,000 
copies.

is doing, as usual, the largest business. Those 
familiar with ite inside management declare it 
has now the strongest corps employed it has had 
for many years.

That 
paper 18 understood to have deciared quite re- 
cently a dividend of about 66 per cent. Mr. 
Dana 18 now the principal stockholder. Mr. 
England and a Mr. Hamilton own most of the 
balance. There are a few shares in other hands, 
but not many, The Sun has a corps fuil of 
esprit. Mr. Dana, however, indulges old asso- 
ciations in keeping about him some meno whom 
he might do without to advantage, im humor- 
ing their foibles, or aiding them when 
sick, as in the case of Cummings, 
one of the co now in Florids at the expense 
of the Sun, or, as has been told in the Ledger by 
Dr. Wood, the night editor, in bis own case. 
Fitz-Henry Warren, the On-to-Richmond writer 
of the Tribune,—a cry which cost Mr. Dana his 
relations with that journal,—is another of the 
Sun's barnacles. He writes the most stilted 
and fustiest of rhetoric, but it always goes in, 
no matter whose articles are left out. Fors 
man jike Dana, who writes such strong, simple 
English, his admiration for Warren’s trash is 
astounding. But this matter of good-fellowshi 
no the part of the Sun editor is counterbalan 
by the equal bitterness with which he retains his 
dislikes. The fight against Gartield is an illus- 
tration. Behind it all lies some fancied slight or 
another put upon Dana when acting as Assistant 
Secretary of War. 

THE TRIBUNE 
holds its own, except in that editorial breadth 
and capacity which would best befit its sounding 
claim of being ‘the leading paper in America.” 
I bave recently found out what the idea is in 
putting up the enormous pile of rather funereal- 
looking brick and stone which composes the 
shell of the new Tribune office. Its architect 
has a hobby I am told, and that is ‘‘ monumental 
architecture.” Looking at this building, there 
can be no doubt of it. It is the funeral pile 
of Horace Greeley. We all trust it may 
not prove so of the Tribune he 
founded. The,cnmticism generally made on Mr. 
Reid’s management is, that the Tribune grows 
stronger in every department but the editorial 
page, and that there sharp criticism seems worth 
more than judgment, and pungeeal of more 
weight than exactness and power. This 1s the 
judgment of those who with Mr. Reid's 
views far more than I do. “he ia claim ed by those 
who know that the Tribune has more than held 
its own during the hard times. If so, it has 
been an eminent success. 


THE TIMES 

does pot seem at all appalled at the competition 
that is propored by the new paper. It bas re- 
cently increased its editorial force quite strongly. 
Noah Brooks, Edward King (author of the Scribner 
papers entitled ‘‘ The New South”), John Reid, 
and others, are the recent acquisitions. I finda 
general belief that the Times will improve under 
the competition, and come to the Republican 
front faster and more than ever. 

There seems to be nothing new said about the 
World. The probability is, that there is absolutely 
nothing to say. Of the rest,—the evening press, — 
thereis as little. The Graphic has created quite a 
little discussion among the fraternity by suggest- 
ing that a 10-cent daily would succeed better 
than one at 3 cents, hke the Republic. There is 
a good deal to be said, bué 1 have mercy on the 
reader and forbid. xX. 


LISZT AND CHOPIN. 


A Chapter of Reminiscences, 


Trarslated from the French for the New York Times. 

Time was when piano-plaving was regarded as 
a kind of religion. Whea old Field was on bis 
death-bed, bis friends did not know what clergy- 
man to send for, to prepare him for the soiema 
moment. 

** Are yous Papist or a Calvinist ?” they asked. 

‘*T am a forte-pianist,” was the answer of the 
dying man. 

Among the high priests of the new worship, 
the two most celebrated were, without doubt, 
Liszt aod Chopin. Liszt has been much ridi- 
cuied for his great pretensions, his excessive 
pride, his grandiose charlatanism, his bearing, 
akin to that of thehero ofa romance, and his 
strange musical theories; notwitbstanding, the 
superiority of the artist has caused all the weak- 
nesses of the man tobe forgotten. Liszt has, 
indeed, been the lion of the piano. All the 
great artists, Chopin excepted, whom we have 
questioned on the subject. have made the same 
repiy: “Oh! Liszt 1s master of usall!” There 


have been men of a purer, 
more perfect, and more sympathetic 
talent, but not one who has. had, 
in the same de the electricity, 


the musical magnetism, which kindles and car- 
ries away. Liszt would sometimes play indiffer- 
ently when his thoughts were tar away, or when 
he was not in the mood, or overexcited, but 
when he would piay, when he concentrated all 
his powers to strike a great blow, and baving his 
musical poem in bis my in his beart, in his 
fingers, and in his nerves, be hurled 1 lke thun- 
der among the tbnilled and bewildered audience, 
he attained effects which po one except perhaps 
Paganini ever produced. Schumann said of him, 
partiy in admiration, partly in irony: “ He is 
dazzling as lightning, he roars like thunder, and 
leaves behind him a strong odor of sulphur.” 

During many years we frequent!y heard Liszt 
and Chopin, but never enjoyed their talent so, 
thoroughly as during the summer of 184—. 

It was in the Chateau of b——, near a spot 
called *“*The Biack Valley.” The mistress of 
the chateau, a woman celebrated both for her 
genius and accomplishments, but still more be- 
loved than admired by all who knew the rare 
goodness of her h had at that time for her 
guest Chopin, whom she had positively wrested 
from the grasp of death. She watched over him 
with maternal care, and it is surely to her solici- 
tude that we are indebied for the last composi- 
tions of that pure and refined genius. There 
was that year at the chateau a reunion of artistg 
such as one rarely meets. Tbere was Liszt with 
a star of the Parisian world, a noble lady, as in- 
tellizvent as she was handsome, who was called 
at that time Arabella, and who has since, under 
another name, held quite a prominent position 
in literature. There was also Pauline V-——, 
the divine songstress, and her husband,— 
Pauline V——, who to this day retai.s the 
ideal expression and incomparable maesiria 
of her talent; Eugene. D—, the cele- 
brated romantic painter, the poet amon 
colorists; B——, the actor, and sever 
other celebrities; besides these were the chil- 
dren of the hostess,—a son and daughter,—both 
charming persovs: & vephew and a niece of 
hers, aad some friends from the neigbboring 
town with their wives; all young, enthusiastic, 
and frank. made up the colony of the 
chateau. 

There was comfort and perfect freedom. 
There were guns and dogs for those who liked 
hunting, boats and fishing-nets for those who 
preferred fishing, and a beautiful garden to 
walkin. Every one did as he pleased. Liszt 
and Chopin composed; Pauline V—— studied 
ber rolein ‘“ Le Prophete ;” the mistress of the 
house busied herself with a novel ora 
andsoon. At 6 o'clock we all assembled for 
dinner, and did not until 2 or 3 o'clock in 
the morning. I shall not attempt to describe 
all the impromptu amusements which made the 
time seem so short. { intend speaking of music 
only, and especially of the two rival pianists. 

Chopin seldom played. He would only touch 
the piano when he was sure of perfection. 
Nothing ia the world could have induced him to 
play moderately well only. It was the reverse 
with Liszt ; he always played, whether well or 
badly. One evening inthe month of May, be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock, the company was gath- 
ered inthe parlor. Tue large windows were 
open, it was a fine moonlight night, the nightin- 
gales were singing, and the air was redolent with 
the fragrance of roses and mignonette, Liszt 
was playing a nocturne of Chopin, and, as usual, 
was embellishing it in bis peculiar style, and 
adding to it trilis, tremolos, and organ-points., 
Severai times Chopin betrayed signs of impa- 
tience. At length, not being abie to remain 
quiet any longer, he walked to the piano, and 
said to Liszt, in his phlegmatic English way : 

**I beg you, my dear if you dome the 
honor to play my composition, play what is 
written, or else favor me with something else. 
Chopin is the only one who has the right to 
change Chopin.” 

‘* Well, then, play yourself,” said Liszt, leaving 
the piano, somewbat pigued. 

** Willingly,” answered Chopin. 

At that moment the lamp was extinguished by 
an insect which bad been attracted by its radi- 
ance. Some one wished wo relight it. 

“ No,” cried Chopin; “on tae contrary, put 
out all the candies. The moonlight suffices me.” 

Then he played, He played a whole hour. ‘lo 
describe it would be impossible. There are emo- 
tions one experiences, but cannot deacribe. The 
nightingales were silent, and listened; the flow- 
ers draak, like a heavenly dew, the celestial 
sounds. The audience in mate was 
breathless; and when the wizard was silent all 
eyes were wet with tears, and Lisazt’s wetter 
an any. He pressed Chopin to his bosom, ex-

It was 
not an elegy; it drama. Yet Chovin 
thought that evening that he had eclipsed Liszt, 


original plan he carried into execution 
five days afterward : —— 

The company was assembled at the same bour, 
that is to say, toward midnight. Liszt asked 
Chopin to play. After considerable persuasion 
the latter yielded. Liszt reques that the 
lamps should be extinguished and the curtains 
drawn, in order that they might be in total darke 
ness. It was an artist's caprice, and was acced- 
ed to. As Chopin was stepping to the piano, 
Liszt whi rapidly a few words in his ear, 
and took his seat. Chopin, who was far from un- 
derstanding his friend’s intentions, quietly 
threw himseif into the nearest arm-chair. Then 
Liszt played the same pieces Chopin had execut- 
ed on that memorable evening of which I have 
already spoken. He imitated Chopin's style 
with such fidelity that it would have been im- 

ible for any one not to have been mistaken.

Sometimes there were impromptu comedies or 
dramas. There was a pretty theatre, and a large 
assortment of costumes.

Liszt andjChopin constitated the 
orchestra—one seated at the piano at the right, 
the other at an instrument at the left, and both 
concealed by draperies. They were to follow 
the performance, and improvise in 
keeping with the action of the play. Here, 
again, Iam obliged to acknowledge my incom- 
petency to reproduce what 1 heard. two 
artists, gifted with wonderful memories, and 
familiar with all the Italian, German, and French 
operas, grasped with marvelous promptitude the 
themes suited to the situations, and developed 
them with so much spirit and such an ardent de- 
sire Of superiority over each other that the 
actors, who themselves were doing w 
were constrained to cry out, ** Enough! h 
why waste such beauties ?” fhe weble auumees 
ments were invariably foliowed by a superb and 
joyous supper.

REPUBLICAN HEADQUARTERS. 

The Republican Executive Committee met 
yesterday morning at the headquarters, Clark 
street. “The special object of the meeting was to 
fix the assessments upon the several candidates 
to create an election fund. The attendance of 
candidates was larger than upon former occa- 
sions, they baving been drawn hither by a polite 
invitation from the Committee. A large number 
of outsiders, who are not distinguished for their 
party prejudices, were also on hand. Here was 
@ gentleman who, in years gone-by, was a 
member of a debating-society, who thought 
himself fit to scatter eloquence through the 
city the coming week at the rate of $10 per 
night. Here was the publisher of an illustrated 
paper. who wished to impress the Committee 
with the virtue of his abominable cartoons and 
the immensity of his individual influence. The 
ward-bummer was also on hand, eager to grab 
anything in the shape of money in ‘exchange for 
the votes he carried in his pocket. And be- 
side these were representatives of all imagin- 
able classes, disagreeing in politics but happily 
blended together in the common purpose to get 
all they could, and hold on to all they got. 

The first real business transacted was the 
fixing of 

THE ASSESSMENTS. 

After some debate and divers consultations, the 
followiug figures were agreed upon as necessary 
for the success of the party, which were kindly 
furnished by a member of the Committee:

As soon as the aesessment had been agreed 
upon, the Treasurer of the Committee exhibited 
an anxiety to see candidates. Ald. White was 
. smong, the first to turn in his check, and 
many others foliowed his example, much 
to the pleasure of those whg had been 
waiting day after day for the Trégéurer to be 
io shape to honor drafts. Representatives from 
the different Government officers also waite 
upon the Committee, each bearing a litfle 
memorandum-book containing the volunta 
subscriptions of Government employes, varying 
from $1 to $50. A few of the State officials also 
secured an audience with the Committee, not so 
much to contribute to the common cause as to 

themselves for various amounts in case 
of emergency. Money seemed plentiful on all 
sides, and, if votes could be counted with as 
much certainty as dollars, the outlook would be 
much brighter than it is. 

After the financial question had been disposed 
ef the Committee considered severai vital ques- 
tions. How to 

APPEASE THE IRISH 

on the West Side was among the things consid- 
ered. it was conceded by all, after a full discus- 
sion of the situation, that the party had made a 
grave mistake in failing to piace an Irishman on 
the ticket, but the trouble was beyond a remedy. 
In the midst of the discussion word came, which 
was anything but gladly received, that the Irish 
of the West Side were preparing for a 
general meeting to condemn the party 
and to repare for a general 
boit, to be held Tuesday evening. In the face 
of the report the Committee resolved again that 
‘no Irish need apply,” and to offset the defec- 
tion on the West Side, and to boister up Ward, | 
it was of opinion that all that was necessary was 
to increase the “ assessments” of all West Side 
candidates. 

To add strength to the ticket on the West 
Side, ard in respect to a demand, the Committee 
also considered the advisability of 

- ERASING TIM BRADLEY'S NAME 
from the ticket and substituting ibe name of 
Charley Loding. The suggestion met with gen- 
eral approval, but it was finally agreed noi to 
**swap borses while crossing the stream.” 

The declination of Barker, candidate for the 
Legislature on the North Side, was also consid- 
ered. Mr. Barker wants to go to thé Legixia- 
ture, but from the uncertainty of politics, and 
the poverty of office-seekers, his election is re- 
garded as very doubtful. He is really unable to 
pay his assessment, and the Commiittee was free 
to say it could not afford to carry any dead 
weights.
